War with America Not Wanted 


The editorial goes on to say that no dis- 
pute between England and America, how- 
ever embittered, should be allowed to pro- 
ceed to the extremity of war. 

The leader is a column long and is all di- 
rected to America. Then comes the treat- 
ment of the German situation in the second 
editorial. It begins: 

“The tension is $0 extreme at the present 
moment that every man in these islands 
should feel resting upon him a heavy sense 
of responsibility.”’ 

Continuing, it says the American question 
is by far the more important of the two, be- 
cause our people are in closer relations than 
with Germany. The editor quotes the vital 
cause of the convention with Transvaal of 
1881, enforcing suzerainty over that country, 
and adds: 

“No language can be plainer, and we have 
simply to inform the German Emperor that 
we abide by that language as completely as 
we do by our intention to respect the interna- 
tional liberty and the independence of the 
South African republic.” 

“A Turbulent Dictator.” 

In this article Rhodes is referred to as “‘a 
turbulent South African dictator,”’ a phrase 
showing which way the wind blows in Af- 
rica and why the wires from Africa have

Phe Telegraph publishes the news that the

Minister called on Lord Salisbury today, for 
what we cannot help but think must have 
been the purpose of announcing Germany 
intends to send a Minister to Transvaal and 
recognize her independence. 

The Standard, supposed to be closer to the 
government than even the Times, begins its 
leader with-a discussion of the position of 
the German Emperor.

MAY CUT OFF THE WATER SUPPLY. 


Havana, Jan. 7.—Word has just been re- 
ceived that the sounds of cannon and mus- 
ketry have been heard in the neighborhood 
of Guanajay, an important town of 4,000 
inhabitants in Pinar del Rio, forty-five miles 
southward of Havana. 

It is supposed an engagement is taking

Havana's Water Supply in Peril. 
The insurgents are burning and destroy-

Calabazar is 
only two miles from Vento, where the appa- 
ratus is located upon which Havana depends 
for its water supply. In the Calabazar and 
Hoyo Colorado districts the cane has been 
burned in the fields of Maulin, Garro, and 
Baracoa. 

The insurgent band commanded by Zayas 
was reported at different times yesterday 
at Caimito, Guayabal, Hoyo. Colorado, and 
Punta Brava, showing he followed pretty 
closely the. line between the provinces of 
Pinar del Rio and Havana up to the extreme 
northeastern portion of Pinar del Rio. This 
brought him into the region into which large 
numbers of troops have been sent to guard 
the western approach to Havana.

Consul-General Williams, I am personally 
aware, has no sympathy whatever with 
these incorrect views. He has resided in 
Cuba forty-five years, and sees no danger 
whatever. * British Consul-General Gollan 
shares the same opinion. 

Volunteers Are Also Mild. 


I have taken steps to ascertain the drift of 
‘feeling among the volunteers. They are in 
an entirely differént condition from that 
they were in during the ten years’ war. 
‘Then they were truculent and aggressive. 
At present they are as mild as milk and feel 
easy, because they have been assured they 
will not be called on to go into the field. 

As an indication of the quiet condition of 
Havana it may be noted that the volunteers 
are not called on for service other than 
daily routine guard duty, such as has pre- 
vailed during the last six months. All have 
been notified to be in readiness in case of 
need; but up to this morning none have been 
called out. 

Last summer there was a bitter feeling 
toward Americans because the impression 
Was general that the United States would 
recognize the belligerency of the insurgents 
whether they held a town or a seaport per- 
manently. But all this has died away. The 
Spahish press and individuals apparently 
have dropped the. subject from their.

FEAR THE WILDFLOWER HAS SUNK. 


Steamer Famous for Its Rescue of the Ems 
Several Years Ago. 

Philadelphia, Pa., Jan. 7.—The British 
tank steamer Wildflower, Capt. Stonewell, 
which sailed from Philadelphia Dec. 11 for 
Rouen, France, with 1,173,626 gallons of 
‘crude oil in bulk, valued at $59,653, and 
manned by a crew of thirty men all told, is 
believed to have been blown up or foundered 
at sea and all hands perished. No tidings 
have been received from the ship since it left 
the Delaware breakwater that day. 

It probably met with disaster when not 
far from this shore by the gale of Dec. 14, 
which is thought to have sent to the bottom 
the Stag Line steamship Laurestina, which 
left the same day bound to Sligo, Ireland, 
laden with grain. A cable from London 
says the Wildflower has been reinsured at 
30 guineas premium, which is indicative that 
in England hopes have almost vanished. 

The Wildflower was among the first tank- 
ers built and was made famous over both 
continents by the services she rendered the 
North German Lloyds steamship Ems sev- 
eral years ago. It fellin with the Ems with 
its machinery broken down, laden with over 
1,500 immigrants and a valuable cargo, and 
towed it into Faval, for which it received a 
handsome salvage award. The craft was 
at the time in command of Capt. Livingston. 
It is valued at £30,000 ($150,000) and is fully 
covered by insurance in the Lloyds London. 

St. Johns; N. F., Jan. 7.~—The wrecking 
crew which floated the cable steamer Poyyer 
Quertier after it went ashore at St. Pierre 
Miquelon a fortnight ago cannot convey it 
here for repairs owing to the stormy weath- 
er. The steamer Grand Lake left here on 
Saturday to assist in towing it and anchored 
in St. Pierre Roads, but yesterday it was 
driyen to sea by a furious gale, having lost 
its mooring during the night. The cable 
steamer is a valuable prize, worth $250,000, 
and repairs ‘will occupy the whole winter if 
it is brought here safely. 


DIGS UP A BIG BOX OF DYNAMITE. 


Workman Unearths Explosive Near 
Sixtieth Street and Lexington. 
Had people living in the vicinity of Six- 
tieth street and Lexington avenue known 
a box of dynamite was buried nearby the 
demand for houses thereabouts might have 

been materially lessened. 

The discovery of a box containing ninety 
pounds of the explosive was made yester- 
day by James Duffy, a workman excavating 
a cellar at No. 6023 Lexington avenue. He 
was leisurely working away with a pick 
when suddenly the tool came in contact 
with some hard substance, and he dug up 
a box about eighteen inches square, serd- 
ing visions of buried treasure floating 
through his mind. When the lid was lifted 
the crowd of workmen needed only one 
‘glance to assure them of the nature of the 
contents. 

Sixty sticks of dynamite wrapped in oiled 
_ paper and packed in layers filled the box to 
the top. The cover had been broken by the 
blow from the pick, and several of the sticks 
showed marks where the tool had grazed 
them. 

In spite of the excitement caused by the 
narrow escape some one had the forethought 
to notify the police, and the wagon from the 
Woodlawn Station came ina hurry. When 
the policemen were apprised of the nature of 
the property which was to b e turned over 
to them none relished the idea of being made 
custodian of enough explosive to blow them 
into the lake. No prisoner was ever given a 
more careful ride in the Woodlawn wagon 
than was that box. At the station a special 
cell was set apart for the dynamite. 

The lot where the dynamite was dug up 
was used as a storage ground for the Ferris 
wheel after the close of the fair. A crane 
was erected for lifting the heavy iron and a 
smail engine supplied the power. Directly 
under the-site of the engine-house the box 
was unearthed.

Movement of the Ships. 

The Times this morning makes the follow- 
ing announcement: 

“Orders have been sent to Portsmouth, 
Devonport, and Chatham for the immediate 
commissioning of. six ships to form a flying 
squadron, the object of which is obviously 


emergency. It will be composed of two 
first-class battleships, two first-class and 
two second-class cruisers. Probably the 
Royal Oak and the Revenge will be chosen. 

“The possibility of the commissioning of 
such a squadron at a moment's notice shows 
that our resources are better than was sup- 
posed, and is proof that our naval organi- 
zation has greatly improved of late years. 
It has also been decided to dispatch a naval 
force to Delageoa Bay, but it is unknown 
whether it will be composed of vessels from 
the Cape or from the East Indies.”’ 

In an editorial the Times hopes that the 
Mediterranean fleet will be withdrawn from 
Salonica and ordered elsewhere, and pre- 
pared for omergencies. 

The Times congratulates the country upon 
the foregoing news, and with reference to 
a reiteration by its Berlin correspondent of 
the statement that Germany had intended 
to land marines at Lorenzo Marquez for the 
invasion of the Transvaal, and had. only 
abandoned the intention on hearing of Dr. 
Jameson's defeat, the Times says: 

“This is a grave statement, arfd we refuse 
to believe that Portugal would have lent her- 
self to such a move. But it proves that 
German interference was not the result of 
sudden indignation at Dr. Jameson's action, 
but had been meditated and discussed, and 
presumably concerted with the Boers. 

“Emperor William’s indignation must ac- 
cordingly be regarded in the light of diplo- 
matic histrionics. It is a tradition of Ger- 
man policy to prepare a coup secretly and 
then to give it an air of coming about by an 
unfortunate aceident. There is grave reason 
to suspect that she has long harbored hostile 
designe. This theory will explain the Boers’ 
extraordinary obstinacy in refusing mod- 
erate concessions to the Uitlanders.”’ 


FULL STORY OF THE RAID IS TOLD. 


Recent Dispatches Complicte the Frag- 
mentary Tale. 

London, Jan. 7.—[(Copyrighted, 1896, by 
Associated Press.|—Missing dispatches, de- 
layed in transmission from Johannesburg 
and Cape Town, are gradually reaching this 
city, and, being collected, the following 
synopsis of the invasion of the Transvaal 
by the forces of the British Chartered com- 
pany has been compiled: 

Intimations were made to Dr. Jameson, 
administrator of the territory of the Brit- 
ish Chartered company, that the British in 
the Transvaal were ripe for revolt, and that 
if he would take the initiative the Uitland- 
ers would rise and support him. Dr. Jame- 
son began preparations for a raid upon Jo- 
hannesburg, mustering 700 men and plenty 
of ammunition, but little food, on the Trans- 
vaal border. When the right moment ar- 
rived a letter was sent to him to go to the 
assistance of his compatriots, who ‘‘were in 
danger at the hands of the aroused Boers, 
then riding about the streets and country 
in a most threatening manner.”’ 


Jameson Crosses the Border. 

Monday, Dec. 30, Dr. Jameson’s force 
crossed the Transvaal border, without the 
knowledge, however, it would seem, of the 
Vitlanders of Johannesburg. He cut the tel- 
egraph wires t#ehind him to prevent being 
ordered back by the British Government, it 
is claimed, and pushed on for Krugersdorp, 
where he expected to meet reinforcements 
of 2,000 Uitlanders. 

On the following day, Dec. 31, there was 
intense excitement at Johannesburg, people 
hurrying into the town from the mines and 
suburbs. The central committee of Uitlander 
citizens constituted themselves a provisional 
government for the town and announced that 
ample provision would be made to defend it 
against any body of Boers. The provisional 
government established itself in the Consol- 
idated Gold Fields Building and three Max- 
im rapid-fire guns were placed by the citi- 
zens in advantageous positions about it. 
The so-called “new government” then sent 
an ultimatum to the government of President 
Kruger at Pretoria. The latter proposed a 
conference at Pretoria on the following 
Wednesday, Dut the committee appointed by 
the new government hesitated to go to Pre- 
toria without a safe conduct. 

Reeruits Are Too Late. 

By this time the news that Dr. Jameson 

had crossed the border, was in Johannes- 


pected hourly. Crowds of people surround- 
ed the Consolidated Gold Fields Building 
and the gathering of recruits for the Uit- 
landers’ forces was carried on with vigor— 
but too late, as subsequent events showed. 
The Boers seem to have been fully aware 
of Dr. Jameson's tro raid and met the 
movement by gathering together a force of 
5,000 well-armed, well-mounted, excellently 
trained farmer-huntsmen. This caused a 
feeling of alarm among the Uitlanders, 
numbers of whom left the town during the 
night in bands of fifty each, and the hope of 
raising a force to assist Dr. Jameson began 
to melt away like snow beneath a warm sun. 
Later the committee of the provisional

Johannesburg raised such a storm of indig- 
nation against the lukewarmness of the pro- 
visional government of the National Union 
that a second representation was sent to 
l’resident Kruger demanding Dr. Jameson's 
column be allowed to enter and leave Johan- 
nesburg unmolested and also that the Gov- 
ernment of the Transvaal agree to pay a 
war indemnity for the expenses incurred 
in the demonstration against the régime 
of President Kruger. Naturally this cool re- 
quest received no attention from the Trans- 
vaal Government, and the work of suppress- 
ing the insurrection was actively continued. 


Battle with the Boers. 

When Dr. Jameson's forces were first 
sighted in the Transvaal territory they were 
met by a messenger from Commander Mar- 
co, who requested them to withdraw. Dr. 
Jameson replied he intended proceeding with 
his original plans, which were not hostile to 
the people of the Transvaal, adding: 

“We are here in reply to the invitation of 
the principal residents of the Rand, to assist 
them in their demand for justice and the or- 
dinary rights of every citizen of a civilized 
State.’’ 

Fighting between the Boers and the invad- 
ers commenced soon afterward near Kru- 
gersdorp, where the Boers occupied a strong 
position. The British force was command- 
ed by Sir John Willoughby, assisted by Maj. 
Goold Adams of Matabele war fame. In ad- 
dition to the strong position they occupied 
the Boers outnumbered Jameson's command 
by at least six to one. But although the lat- 
ter were exhausted by their long night and 
day march without food, having expected to 
be met by the Uitlanders in force with all the 
supplies necessary, they only suffered a 
slight reverse, losing one killed. The Boers, 
however, captured twelve prisoners. 

Jameson then moved southward, with the 
view of outflanking the Boers, but the latter 
massed in great numbers near Viakfontein. 
After moving southward on Wednesday 
Jameson’s party had to fight hard all night, 
1 that when they reached Vliakfontein, 
which is six miles from Johannesburg, on 
Thursday morning, they were utterly ex- 
hausted, their supply of cartridges was about 
gone, and nearly all of them were on the 
verge of starvation. In spite of this they 
fought stubbornly until noon against the 
force of 4,800 Boers surrounding them, and 
then, their ammunition having given out, 
they were compelled to surrender. The 


white flag, however, was not hoisted by Dr. 


Jameson's orders. 
Killed 150, Wounded 50. 

According to’the best estimates 150 of 
Dr. Jameson's followers were killed and fifty 
were wounded. The prisoners captured by 
the Boers numbered 500. They were taken 
to Pretoria. 

Among the wounded were Capt. Charles 
John Coventry, second son of the Ear! of 
Coventry, in the Bechuanaland police serv- 
ice, who has since died. 

Dr. Jameson was not wounded. He is to 
be tried by court-martial and may be shot 
or hanged, although, having saved President 
Kruger’s life in his capacity of physician, 
he may escape with a less severe penalty. 
The Beer loss was, it is said, only three 
killed and five wounded. 

When Dr. Jameson's forces were fifteen 
miles away from Johannesburg on Thurs- 
day the report of his coming and of the hard 
fighting going cn reached Johannesburg 
and caused the wildest excitement and dis- 
may, as it was expected that he would be 
overwhelmed, the Uitlanders having failed 
to send him the reinforcements of 2,000 men 
which he expected at Krugersdorp, and 
without which he could not be expected to 
fight his way to Johannesburg in the face of 
5,000 Boers, a 


Indignation Against Robinson. 

The utmost indignation was expressed 
against Sir Hercules Robinson, the Governor 
of Cape Colony, to whose proclamation en- 
joining all British subjects to refrain from 
assisting Dr. Jameson was attributed the 
failure of the Uitlanders to muster at Krue¢- 
ersdorp, though it is doubtful if they would 
have been able to do so under any cir- 
cumstances, so well prepared and numerous 
were the Boer forces. There was sonie ef- 
fort to get together a force of Uitlanders. 
but no maziy volunteered, and by the time 
they were in something like marching order 
It was too late to be of assistance to Dr. 
Jameson. 

A correspondent of Reuter’s Telegraph 
company had a talk with Dr. Jameson and 
Sir John Willoughby after the surrender on 
Thursday last. Dr. Jameson said: 

“We simply failed owing to the lack of ex- 
pected support. Although our allies failed 
us, we might yet have escaped if the rail- 
road had been destroyed, as the Boers, as 
well as ourselves, were without ammuni- 
tion until an engine pulling several truck- 
loads of ammunition and supplies arrived 
for the Boers. That settled it; we had 
neither ammunition nor food.” 


Jameson Was Honest. 

It was evident Dr. Jameson was honest 
in thinking the Uitlanders were in the great- 
est danger from the Boers, and, the corre- 
spondent says, he risked his own life and 
reputation in an attempt to rescue them. 

Popular feeling in favor of Dr. Jameson is 
running high in London. . The Times. for 
example, says: “The march will remain 
a glorious tradition for the Anglo-Saxon 
races.”’ 

A dispatch received by the Colonial Secre- 
tary, Mr. Chamberlain, from Sir Hercules 
Robinson, dated yesterday, says the arms 
and ammunition of the British Chartered 
company’s forces at Buluwayo have been 


placed in the custody of a representative 
of the Queen of Great Britain.

Arms Relinquished. 

Sir Hercules Robinson has telegraphed to 
the Colonial Office under date of Pretoria, 
Jan. 7, as follows: 

“The Reform committee has resolved to 
relinquish its arms and to comply with 
the demands of the Transvaal Government. 
The Johannesburgers have placed them- 
selves unreservedly in my hands, confident 
that I will see justice one.”

United States, Long Proposed, if 
Concluded Would Settle the Vene- 
zuelian Dispute. 

London, Jan. 7.—Henry Norman, ae 
commissioner of the Daily Chronicle, cables 
his paper from Washington as follows: 

“There is a heroic way of settling the 
whole difficulty fraught with honor to both 
governments and with results of priceless 
The present delay 
consists in the fact that the United States 
Government considers itself in honor bound 
to insist upon a certain course which the 
British Government considers itself in honor 
bound to refuse to adopt. 

“IDvery day spent here has convinced me 
more’ strongly that it is impossible to ex- 
aggerate the seriousness of such an interna- 
tional situation. If the British public is 
misled by the optimistic sentiments of New 
York it may find itself suddenly face to face 
with an appalling danger. If the American 
Government act only in the belief that be- 
cause Great Britain is threaténed with an 
European crisis therefore she will knuckle 
down to any American demand, it may sud- 
denly discover the European crisis has 
blown over and war with England is on its 
hands. 


Situation Is Still Serious. 

“In all the government departments here 
the situation is regarded as very serious 
despite every effort made on behalf of peace. 

‘‘Now the kernel of the dispute being the 
principle of arbitration the solution may be 
found therein also. If Lord Salisbury will 
say that, although he must maintain his 
refusal to arbitrate on Venezuela by itself, 
he is prepared to conclude a treaty with the 
United States under which all questions 
failing of diplomatic settlement shall be 
submitted to arbitration, and this, of course, 
would include Veneztela, as the greater in- 
cludes the less, the American Government 
I know will receive his communication with 
warm sympathy. Herein is a dignified and 
indeed the most simple and friendly escape 
from the deadlock, 

‘‘Remember that a resolution to this effect 
was adopted by Congress April 4, 1890, and 
responded to by a resolution of the House 
of Commons, supported in its decision by 
Mr. Gladstone June 16, 1893. A second joint 
resolution of Congress was introduced in 
the Senate by Senator Allison on June 20, 
i804, and referred to the Committee on 
Foreign Affairs, where it still remains. 

Two Things Block the Way. 

“Two things block the way. The first is 
that if any arbitration treaty was ever un- 
der discussion it was laid aside when Con- 
cress, by refusing those $450,000 temporari- 
ly invalidated the Paris Bering Sea Commus- 
sion award. But I have already cabled a 
treaty is partly concluded, to which Ameri- 
ca, Camada, and the British Ambassador 
in Washington have ali assented, placing 
this matter in a direct way of settlement. 
I observe the statement is today cabled 
from London that this treaty is blocked by 
Canada’s refusal. The statement is entire- 
ly baseless. Canada has formally and finally 
agreed. It only awaits the assent of the 
Foreign Office for this treaty to become 
operative. 

“The second difficulty is the English fecl- 
ing that any action taken now would ap- 
pear to be due to American threats. In re- 


rly to this it is quite certain that neither 


’resident Cleveland nor Mr. Olney consid- 
er themselves to be threatening England. 
They only desired, after years of fruitiess 
diplomatic discussion, to make the attitude 
of their own country clear beyond the chance 
of further misunderstanding. If Lord Saiis- 
bury has any doubts upon this point an in- 
Guiry through the regular diplomatic chan- 
nels, Mr. Bayard or Sir Julian Pauncefote, 
will, I am convinced, dispel this notion that 
the American Government deliberately 
adopted a menacing attitude not proper in 
diplomatic communications. 
It’s an Even Thing. 

“Moreover, if Lord Salisbury is aggrieved 
by the expressions of the American Govern- 
ment, the American Government in its turn 
considers itself legitimately aggrieved by 
Lord Salisbury’s tone and his virtual pooh- 


-poohing a doctrine which they had formally 


declared they regarded as vital to the na- 
tional welfare. Therefore these sentiments 
balance each other, and there is every 
ground for mutual agreement and assur- 
ances that no offense was intended. 

“Tf Lord Salisbury decides that it is im- 
possible to take any step, let him and En- 
rland at least recognize what is the alterna- 
tive.’’ 

An editorial in the Chronicle justifies 
America’s aspiration to dominate the forma- 
tion of international law on the American 
continent as England in her time dominated 
Europe. It must be recognized that America 
never acquired an inch of civilized territory 
without the consent of its owner.

We must ignore the American commission, 
but to say that a line fixed in 1840 was un- 
alterable was to adopt as unreasonable an 
attitude as the United States adopted in 
President Cleveland’s message.”’ 

He hoped, he said, that the government 
would resume negotiations with Venezuela 
direct, and that some mediator would be 
found whose judgment could be accepted 
with honor by both. countries. 


SIR JULIAN GOLDSMID IS DEAD. 


Famous Hebrew Philanthropist and 
Legislator Passes Away in London. 
London, Jan, 7.—Sir Julian Goldsmid, the 

Hebrew philanthropist, who has been ill 

for some time past, is dead, He was born 

jn 1838. 

Sir Julian Goldsmid was the eldest son 
of F. D. Goldsmid, M. P. He was edycated 
at University College, London, of which 
he became a Fellow and also treasurer. He 
took his M. A. degree at the University of 
London in 1861, and was called to the bar 
in 1864. He sat for Honiton from March, 
1866, until 1868, At the general election in 
1568 he unsuccessfully contested Mid-Surrey. 
He was, however, elected in 1870 for Roches- 
ter, for which he sat tiil 1880. Sir Julian 
Goldsmid in 1876 obtained the appointment 
of a select committee to inquire into the or- 
ganization and management of the tele- 
graph department, the result of which was 
that great improvements were introduced 
into that branch of the public service. 

In 1879 he called attention to the serious 
results which would follow from the extra- 
ordinary interference of the government in 
Egyptian internal affairs, and practically 
pointed out much that has since ensued.’ 
He was one of the Chairmen of Railway 
committees, and was a regular attendant 
in Parliament.

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APPLIES FOR A CHARTER. 


BRICKLAYERS’ UNION TO JOIN AMER- 
ICAN FEDERATION OF LABOR. 


Action Taken at a Mass-Meeting Where 
Only Three Dissenting Votes Are 
Cast—Result of the New York Con- 
vention—Expected to Lead a Rush 
of Gther Organizations Into the 
Same Fold — Length of the Work 
Day. 

The Chicago Bricklayers’ Union, the 
‘largest and strongest labor organization in 
the world, applied for a charter in the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor last night. 

The meeting at which the action was 
taken was held at Bricklayers’ Hall, and the 
session lasted until nearly midnight. The 
hall was crowded. All the prominent mem- 
bers of the union were present. 

The action was one of the many results of 
the recent convention in New York, during 
which an order was entered directing all na- 
tional organfers to take steps toward bring- 
ing all organized bricklayers into the fed- 
eration. This resulted in a meeting of the 
Executive Board) of the local Bricklayers’ 
Union, and on last Sunday a mass-meeting 
of the organization was called for last night. 
After a discussion lasting several hours a 
vote‘on the proposition to apply for a charter 
was taken, and there were only three dis- 
senting voices.

W. C. Pomeroy were present as organizers 
of the American Federation of Labor. 

The Bricklayers’ Union has always been 

considered the most conservative labor or- 
ganization in Chicago. It has not had a 
strike in eight years, and all its wage dis- 
putes are settled by arbitration. It has a 
membership of 5,200, and is the most wealthy 
labor organization in the country. There are 
several thousands of dollars in the treas- 
ury, and it owns the four-story building 
known as Bricklayers’ Hall and the prop- 
erty adjoining it on the north. 
4 The action of this organization is expected 
to aid in bringing all the organizations of 
bricklayers in this country into the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor. There are 130 
unions in the United States and Canada, hav- 
ing a total membership of 85,000men. Over 
100 of the organizations are in this coulm%ry 
and about one-half are independent. 

The action of the Chicago union, it is be- 
lieved, will produce a sensation in the ranks 
of organized labor throughout the country, 
as it is considered a lonMstep in the direc- 
tion of the establishment of the eight-hour 
work day. In local labor circles it is held 
to mean the establishment of the supremacy 
of strict trades unionism and the banish- 
ment of politics and side issues. 

The step was not taken until the amalga- 
mation of the Labor Congress with the 
Trades and Labor Assembly was assured, 
thus restoring peace and harmony. The 
friendly relations existing between the 
bricklayers and the Building Trades Council, 
it is believed, will serve to strengthen the 
bond of universal union among the local 
organizations. 

The bricklayers established the eight-hour 
work day many years ago, and have for some 
time been agitating the proposition to reduce 
the limit to six hours. When the general 
move for eight hours is made in 1897 or be- 
fore, it is said the bricklayers will be in the 
fight for a six-hour day.

UNION STONE CUTTERS QUIT WORK. 


Use of Machines May Lead to an Official 
Strike. 

The Stonecutters’ Union has called a 
mass-meeting tonight at No. 199 Randolph 
street which may result in a general tie-up 
in all stone-yards in Chicago and vicinity. 
Nearly 800 men quit work yesterday, buta 
strike has not yet been officially declared, 
though the bosses consider the action of the 
men a good equivalent. 

The introduction of machines is said to be 
the direct cause of the trouble. The union 
demands the same wages for the men who 
operate the machines as is paid the expert 
stonecutters. One machire will do as much 
rough work as a dozen men, and each can 
be operated by any man capable of running 
an ordinary stationary engine. These men 
are called “‘planers.’* They receive $2.50 a 
day and are allowed to work as much “‘over- 
time’ as they choose. To this the stone- 
cutters object. They want the machines run 
only eight hours a day and exclusively by 
union men. The trouble has been brewing 
for many months. 

“Three years ago,’ said a union man, 
“there were 2,000 stonecutters regularly 
employed in Chicago. Since the introduc- 
tion of the machines the number has been re- 
duced to 800. Fifteen expert men are dis- 
placed by every new machine, and it can be 
operated by a common laborer. We want the 
machines manned by union stoneeutters, 
and we also demand the union scale of $4 for 
eight hours’ work.’’ 

Great secrecy has marked the prepara- 
tions for the walk-out. All meetings have 
been behind closed doors. A conference 
was held last night, but only the leaders 
+ knew where it took place, and the result will 
not be known until the report is made at 
tonight’s meeting. 

The most serious part of the matter seems 
to be the possibility the Building Trades 
Council may be involved. The stonecutters 
recently became affiliated with the central 
body, and it is said the prospect of the pres- 
ent trouble caused the step to be taken. The 
Stonecutters’ Union is one of the oldest and 
strongest in the city. It was in the great 
eight-hour strike over twenty years ago, 
and held out to the last, though the ma- 
jority of the members lost their homes in 
the struggle. Joseph Sullivan is President of 
the union. 

Gindele & Strubel’s men quit work in the 
morning and were promptly paid off. One 
of the firm said last night: 

‘The demand of the union is unjust. The 
machines do not work a hardship on the 
men, because they produce raw material for 
the experts to work on. They ask us to man 
the machines with stonecutters, but that is 
impossible, because no stonecutter could do 
the work, which requires a man with con- 
siderable knowledge of machinery. It will 


be difficult to reach an understanding with 
the men.” 


MANUFACTURERS TO FIGHT UNION. 


Form the Cut Stone Contractors’ Asso- 
_ @Cliation and Declare War. 

Manufacturers of cut stone met at the 
Builders’ and Traders’ Exchange, No. 1016 
New York Life Building, in the afternoon 
and formed the Cut Stone Contractors’ 
Association. They intend to fight the Store- 
cutters’ Union in the strike. : 

They say they cannot allow their employés 
to dictate to them how -their business shall 
be run. They say they have always been 
willing to employ union men and pay the

WRIGHT-CUDAHY DECISION IS GIVEN 


Judge Tuley Dismisses the Bill Filed 
by the First Named. 

The decision in the Wright-Cudahy litiga- 
tion was handed down by Judge Tuley yes- 
terday. He dismised the bill filed by Austin 
W. Wright to declare a partnership between 
him and John Cudahy in their “‘pork corner” 
of 1893, which resulted in the failure of both 
parties. The court denied they were en- 


gazed in an illegal transaction. 

In April, 1893, Wright purchased on the 
Board of Trade 37,000 barrels of mess pork 
to-be delivered in the future. He proposed to 
the defendant, Cudahy, who had from 1,500 
to 2,000 barrels of pork inJike manner, to en- 
ter into a joint deal. It was thereupon 
agreed between them that each should buy 
and sell in his own name, but the transac- 
tions should be for their joint profit. On 
May 31, 1893, there had been deals in pork to 
the extent of 100,000 barrels, most of the pur- 
chases having been made in Wright’s name, 
At this time all the deals made by Cudahy, 
which were few, were transferred to 
Wright’s name, During the months of*June 
and July the deal-was continued and known 
as Wright’s, he advancing the necessary 
margins from time to time. July 31 Wright 
was called for margins and failing to re- 
spond on Aug. 1 his deals were closed out on 
the board at a loss of $600,000. Wright had 
sunk in margins and carrying out the 
scheme $220,000. On Aug. 2 he made a gen- 
eral assignment. His estate will pay enough 
to leave unpaid $350,000 on the pork deol. On 
the same day Cudahy failed for $1,000,000. 
The bill alleged the partnership was existing 
at the time of the failure, and prayed fora 
dissolution of the partnership and an ac- 
counting, saying the creditors of the alleged 
copartnership were entitled to a pro rata dis- 
tribution of the funds arising out of the 
property which Cudahy conveyed to Charles 
L. Hutchinson at the time of his failure. 

‘“‘As to the point upon which the decision is 
based,’’ Judge Tuley said in his decision, ‘‘the 
court prefers to base its decision upon a dif- 
ferent ground and one it feels compelled to 
take. It is upon grounds not set up by Cuda- 
hy in his answer. The reason why he did 
not set it up is of no consequence to the 
court, as the authorities are clear that when 
the complainant is seeking the aid of a court 
of equity in relation to an illegal transaction 
or contract between the parties to the suit 
the court of its own motion, whether the de- 
fendant pleads the illegality or not, will de- 
cline to adjudicate betwéen them and dis- 
miss the bill; that no waiver or consent of 
the parties can make the court adjudicate 
upon illegal or immoral transactions.”

Telegrams from New York yesterday said 
at the annual meeting of the Lllinois Steel 
company directors to be held in February a 
dividend of 6 per cefit would be declared. 
The dispatches said also the business of the 
company for the year had been enormous 
and heavy profits had been made. Secretary 
Gray admitted yesterday the profits had 
been larger for the last year than for the two 
years just preceding. He said no one was 
in a position to know what dividend would 
be declared, and no one would know until 
after the méeting of the directors.

FAIL A FRIEND IN NEED. 


PLAINTIFF’S WITNESSES ENTER- 
TAINED IN DEFENDANT’S OFFICE, 


Peculiar Developments in Damage 
Suit of Knuston vs. West Chicago 
Street Railway Company—Men Who 
Had Corroborated Complainant’s 
Story Stay Away from Court—Have 
Drinks, Dinner, and Cards at Cor- 
poration’s Headquarters. “3 

Judge Windes took up the trial of the 
damage case of Knutson vs. the West Chi- 
cago Street railway company yesterday. 
Some of the developmenis in the trial were 
such as to set the tongues of spectators wag- 
ging about peculiar methods of litigants 
to win a case. 

Knutson was badly injured in May, 1891, 
at Halsted street and Milwaukee avenue, 
the physicians saying he would be a phy- 
sical “wreck for life in consequence. Two 
friends, Harry Hessner and Gronlund, were 
with him at the time of the accident. They 
were afterwards often in consultation with 
Knutson’s lawyers, M. E. Dever and Wil- 
loughby. & Barnes, and, the attorneys say, 
always told the story of the accident in cor- 
roboration of Knutson and also made sever- 
al written statements to the same effect. 
But yesterday they were not on hand,.as 
expected, and Knutson had to go to trial 
without his witnesses. 

The case, however, proceeded until the 
noon hour. At that time Attorney Dever 
looked around for his absent witnesses, 
whom he suspected he would find some- 
where in the neighborhood of the railway 
company’s offices. He sent a man to in- 
vestigate, and the agent reported the miss- 
ing witnesses were snugly ensconsced in the 
private office of the company. 

_Armed_ with a subpcena and a deputy 

sheriff Attorney Dever marched into the 

private office, and into the presence of the 
men he wanted, and brought them. thence 
into court. 

The case for the plaintiff did not take 
much time at the afternoon:session, and the 
railway company, in defense, called as its 
first witness Gronlund, one of Knutson’s 
expected witnesses, and one of the men 
found by Mi. Dever at the company’s office. 

The testimony of Gronlund on direct ex- 
amination was brief, but was such,if believed 
by the jury, must result in a verdict in favor 
of the railway company. On cross-examina- 
tion the witness stated several times that in 
all his conversation with the plaintiff’s at- 
torneys and in his written statements deliv- 
ered to them he had deliberately lied, and his 
story on the stand was the true story. He 
detailed the manner in which he was found 
by Attorney Dever, stating he was playing 
“cinch’’ with his friend, Policeman Heigo, 
and a gray-haired man in the railway com- 
pany’s office; that they had had a drink and 
dinner, but did not know who paid for it. 

The trial will continue tomorrow, and those 
‘Interested are looking to see whether the 
company will introduce the other expected 
witness for the plaintiff, Harry Hessner, 
who was found with Gronlund in the rail- 
way company’s office. 


COST OF CLEAN CHICAGO STREETS. 


Mayor Swift Thinks the St, Louis Rate Im- 
practicable Here. 

Supt. Rhode went to St. Louis and found 
out it only. costs that town $8.50 a mile to 
have its streets swept, but he has not yet 
convinced Mayor Swift nor Commissioner 
Kent the same thing can be done in Chicago. 

Mayor Swift and Commissioner Kent had 
a conference with Mr. Rhode on the subject 
yesterday. They first asked him to give an 
outline report of his discoveries in St. Louis, 
which he did. Whereupon it was shown the 
plan in use there, if adopted here, would, 
with an appropriation of $250,000, clean the 
streets thirty-five times in a year. 

The work, as explained by Supt. Rhode, is 
done under contract in St. Louis at the rate 
of thirty-four and one-half cents for 10,000 
square feet of wood and granite pavement, 
and twenty-seven cents for asphalt, the 
average width of the streets being figured at 
sixty feet. “‘The whole town,” said Mr. 
Rhode, “‘is laid out in squares, each contain- 
ing 10,000 superficial feet of street, and on 
that plan the contracts are let.”’ 

: Mayor's Estimate. 

Mayor Swift figued a little while and 
estimated it would cost Chicago on the 
East St. Louis plan, over $2,000,000 to keep 
its streets in anything like respectable con- 
dition. After deducting the streets paved 
with macadam, there stiJl remains about 
900 miles ef pavementto care for. Atthe 
East St. Louis rate it would cost $7.14 to 
sweep one mile each time, or $6.426 to sweep 
the #00 miles once. If the entire mileage is 
swept 100 times a year the expense would be 
$642,600. 

But the business section of the city must 
be cleaned much oftener. If, for instance, 
as the Mayor figured, there are 200 miles of 
zvranite paved streets to be swept by mach- 
ines 200 days a year it: would require an out- 
iny of $285,000. Many of the outiying streets 
are not cleaned 100 times a year, many more 
hardly average once a week. The down- 
town section should be cleaned every day, 
Sunday excepted, and that is what the 
administration purposes insisting shall be 
done, 

Conditions Compared. 

“Of course,” said the Mayor, “$8.50 a 
mile, as compared with $18.50, which we paid 
last year, looks like a great difference, and it 
is. But the $8.50 does not include the cost of 
supervision. Furthermore, the conditions 
in St. Louis are vastly more favorable as to 
cleaning the. streets and keeping them 
cleaned than in Chicago. There the ground 
is rolling and the rains carry off a great deal 
of dirt, while here the surfaceis flat. I can- 
not see figures made from the expense pre- 
vailing in any city in this country can be 
applied to Chicago.”’ 

Then the Mayor, by way of illustration, re- 
lated how some of the West Side citizens, 
thinking they had “a big thing,’’ came to 
him with it. ‘They were anxious about the 
cleaning of the newly asphalt-paved Mad- 
ison street, were ready to show how it could 
be done for eight cents a linear foot, and 
thought the job ought to be let out to some- 
body. But when the Mayor showed them it 
would cost $5,280 a mile a year at that rate 
they thought it was not so cheap after all. 

Commissioner Kent said the amount of 
traffic on the business streets of Chicago was 
so much greater than in St. Louis the cost 
of sweeping in this city must necessarily be 
greater. But he is ready to say a contract 
can be let at less than $18.50 a mile, and also 
told the Mayor a bid was made last year at 
$16.50. 

The idea, suggested and discussed some 
time ago, of the city doing its own sweeping 
has virtually been abandoned. To do that 
would involve the purchase of a plamt, which 
could not be done for less than from $60,000 
to $75,000, and the officials have doubts 
whether the work would then be done as 
well as by contractors. 

Supt. Rhode, however, was directed to go 
ahead and prepare a statement showing how 
the work is done and the cost in all the 
large cities. 


MUCH STREET PAVING IS NEEDED. 


What the Report of Supt. R. J. Mac- 
Donald Will Show. 

The forthcoming report of Superintendent 
of Streets R. J. MacDonald, which is now be- 
ing compiled, will show 836 streets which 
need repaving. Added to these is a large 
number of streets on which work will be 
begun by private contract as early in the 
spring as the weather permits. Besides 
¢nose streets which demand immediate re- 
newal most of the older pavements invaded 
vy electric tracks recently are in bad shape 
and will soon need attention. 

The trouble arises largely from the change 
in the size of rails necessitated by the great- 
er speed of the electriccars. This change of 
rails resulted almost invariably in the lay- 
ing of entirely new track by the street rail- 
toad companies. With the ordinanges al- 
lowing new tracks to be laid all sorts of 
conditions were imposed regarding the road 


the result was the same sag to catch the 
water, slush, and mud. 

This condition of things will prove hard on 
the taxpayers. A few of the worst streets 
will be repaved at the expense of the street 
railroad companies, but the majority will 
require renewal by the city, and most of the 
work will be done by special assessment. ‘ 


BARON SCHELIHA IS STILL IN HIDING 


Interesting Anecdotes About Justice 
Hlume’s Titled but Impecunious Friend. 
Baroness von Scheliha has appealed to her 

friends for aid. The Baron is still so hu- 

miliated over the publicity incurred by 
being sued for a $15 dressmaking bill he is 
still in hiding. Publicity, his wife says, 
hurts the Baron’s business. Late on Mon- 
day night the Baroness wrote to Justice 
Blume asking him to come and see her, as 
she was in great difficulties. The Justice 
sent her a marble heartinreply. Yesterday 
she called on his nephew, but did not say 
where her husband is, though she still says 
he will return tomorrow. 

Meanwhile close watch is kept on the 
Baroness’ movements by Proprietor Bishop 
of the Stamford Hotel, and he has told his 
employés not to allow her to take anything 
out of the hotel. 

Though they claim to be greatly annoyed 
by it, this state of affairs seems to be noth- 
ing new to the Baron and Baroness. They 
were in Cleveland two months ago, and 
after exhausting the patience of two hotel- 
keepers departed quietly, leaving several 
unpaid bills behind. The Baron, it is said, 
is a clever hand at faro, and thereby added 
largely to his income. . 

Two years ago a Toronto, Ont., broker 
met at Monte Carlo a woman who called 
herself the Baroness Scheliha. ‘ She said 
she was from Chicago, and introduced the 
broker to the Baron. Last summer the 
Saron turned up in Toronto, and through 
his acquaintance of Monte Carlo got an 
entrée into society. 

The Baran said his wife was a Miss Bayliss 
of Chicago, and wealthy. The Baron's 
stories, however, were not always taken at 
the value he would place on them, as he was 
addicted to romancing. For instance, he 
Said he was on the steamship Elbe when it 
went down. He showed his friends a news- 
paper clipping in which it’was charged he 
had swindled George Gould out of $100. For 
cards the Baron had a passion. 

Among the friends the Baron made there 
was Lothar Reinhardt, a millionaire brewer. 
He also spent several days as the guest of 
Baron von Heimrod, the German Consul. 

Justice Blume met the Baron Schelihba at 
Toronto last summer at an excursion given 
there by Lawyer W. G. Murdoch. One of 
the passengers fell overboard, and the Baron 
insisted on making one of the crew and 
pulling on the oars to save him. After the 
Baron and Baroness departed some rumors 
they were swindlers got about, and a story 
came from Cleveland the Baron had jumped 
from the window of the Stillman House to 
avoid paying his board bill. 


TEAM RUNS INTO A CABLE TRAIN. 


Mrs. J. E. Taylor Hurt by Runaway 
Horses in Wabash Avenuc. 

Mrs. J. E. Taylor of No. 4553 Evans avenue, 
wife of the chief operator of the Illinois Cen- 
tral railroad, was injured yesterday by a run- 
away team of horses driven C. C. Kistler, 
who ts employed by the Fox River Dairy 
company. The horses were frightened by a 
tent in Cottage Grove avenue over a man-hole 
in which several men were working. Kistler 
was unable to control the animals, and they 
ran at full speed north on Wabash avenue, 
into*which they turned at Twenty-second 
street. At Eldridge court they ran into a 
grip car, which was in charge of Conductor 
Mundy. Several passengers jumped for the 
bridies of the horses, which were finally 
brought to standstill. Mrs. Taylor was 
struck by the shaft. 

A horse attached to an express wagon last 
evening became frightened in West Madison 
street, near the corner of Halsted, and ran 
east. Several policemen tried, to stop the 
runaway, but were unsuccessful, and many 
persons narrowly escaped injury. John 
Thomas of Benton Harbor was. crossing 
Madison street at Market when he heard 
the horse on the bridge. He ran to the side- 
walk, when he stopped to witness the run- 
away, as he supposed from a safe position. 
The express wagon, however, collided with 
a buggy belonging to Phillip Bros., No. 686) 
South Halsted street, which was standing 
near the corner, and almost demolished it. 
The vehicle was turned over against a 
ventilating post near the edge of the side- 
walk, which was broken and fell on Thontfas. 
It struck him in the forehead, cutting a deep 
gash and rendering him unconscious. 

Policeman Cullerton of the Centfal Detail 
stopped the animal at Franklin street. He 
was dragged several feet in the mud and his 
uniform was badly torn.

| TELLS THEM ABOUT ANCIENT EGYPT 


De. J. H. Breasted Lectures Before the 
High School Teachers. 

The historical subsection of the High 

School Teachers’ Association held a meet- 

ing yesterday afternoon in the hall of the 


| Board of Education, and listened toa lecture 


on ‘“‘Recent Developments in Egyptology,” 
by Dr. J. H. Breasted, Professor of Egypt- 
ology in the University of Chicago. 

Dr. Breasted, who is not yet 30 years old, 
was born in Chicago, took his “A. M.” at 
Yale and his “Ph. D.” at Berlin, and spent 
a year in Egypt. - While there he deciphered 
a number of hieroglyphics in some tombs 
of noblemen, situated midway between 
Thebes and the pyramids, which had never 
been .deciphered before and which turned 
out to contain valuable information con- 
cerning the religion of the ancient Egypt- 
ians. 

‘These inscriptions; which date back sev- 
eral centuries before Moses, teach the 
doctrine of one God, represented by: the 
sun, and he is the God of all nations, 

Dr. Breasted gave an extended account 
of his labors, and traced the influence of 
ancient Egyptian science and art on the 
subsequent history of all other nations. He 
called attention to the fact the University 
of Chicago is the only university in the 
pet st States which has a chair of Egypt- 
ology. 


NO ACTION IN THE NORMAL MATTER,

CONGRESSMEN SAY CLEVELAND IS 
PLAYING INTO SYNDICATE HANDS. 


Others Believe the Greater Part of the 
Loan Will Be Taken by the Peo- 
ple—Statement That the New York 
Coterie Will Permit Original Bid to 
Stand fer All Bonds Not Subscribed 
For Otherwise—Leading Banks to 
Stand Back of the Reserve. 

Washington, D. C., Jan. 7.—[Special.J— 
Many members of Congress who are in fa- 
vor of the popular loan idea do not hesitate 
to express an opinion in private conversa- 
tion that the administration is exerting its 
influence to discredit the loan entirely, and 
throw it into the hands of the syndicate 
after all. 

Representatives and Senators, however, 
who are in rather close touch with the finan- 
cial centers, express the opinion that the 
greater part of the loan will be taken up by 
the people. | 

It is confidently asserted in some quarters 
that President Cleveland has come to a par- 
tial understanding with the leaders of the 
syndicate by which they agree to make their 
bids at their original price for the whole or 
any part of the loan. This will be an im- 
portant concession on their part, because it 
would enable the Treasury to accept bids 
from the general public to the fullest extent 
and then to depend on the syndicate to carry 
what was left of the loan. 

Many members of Congress are of the 
opinion that the syndicate will not ibe able 
to hold together for thirty days, but that in- 
dividual bankers who were not allotted as 
much of the loan as they desired will make 
their own bids at prices considerably in ex- 
cess of the syndicate figures. 


Premium Is Tempting. 

These men point out the fact that while 
the syndicate only offers a net premium of 
about 4% per cent, the premium on the 4 per 
cent bonds would have to be raised to 19 
cents on the dollar or thereabouts, before 


-the investment nets less than 38 per cent. 


This margin is believed to be too large to be 
resisted, and hence it is figured out that 
there will be many bids for a comparatively 
large amount from strong banks which were 
taken into the original syndicate deal, and 
these bids are expected to range from 109 
to 112. 

At the Treasury Department it is stated 
that the bond call was made in good faith, 
and that the President intends to make an 
honest test of the question whether a loan 
to raise gold can be floated by popular sub- 
scription or not. 

The general sentiment in Congress seems 
to be that if Secretary Carlisle had exercised 
his discretion and offered to sell the 4 per 
cent thirty year bonds at say 112 without 
asking for bids the responses would be over- 
whelming, and the whole loan would un- 
doubtedly be taken by the people without 


_ recourse to syndicate operations. 


Banks Will Step In. 


Arrangements are said to have been made 
whereby the associated banks of New York 
will protect the reserve as far as lies in 
their power. As Senator Elkins pointed out 
today, the big banks are the ones who would 
suffer most from any impairment of the 
government credit, and hence)it is presumed 

‘they will see to it of their own accord that 
the reserve is not entirely exhausted. The 
notice of the withdrawals of gold today ag-. 
gregated $2,400,000, thus reducing the re- 
serve to less than 5844 millions. 

This is a perfectly safe figure, but in the 
event of continued withdrawals for a week 
or two at the rates established today it would 
be necessary to take immediate steps to 
protect the reserve. This state of affairs 
has caused a revival of the belief that an 
emergency understanding has been entered 
into with the syndicate by which it agrees

National Banks Responsible. 

Republican Senators in discussing the gold 
reserve question tonight said: . 

“The national banks, and especially those 
that are public depositories, are responsible 
aids to the government in maintaining its 
credit. They are chartered by the govern- 
ment and have intimate relations with it, 
and whatever affects its credit must in the 
end affect theirs, too. They ought not to 
allow the gold reserve, with a plentiful sup- 

ly of greenbacks in the Treasury that can 
+ exchanged for gold, to run down toa 
point where the business interests of the 
coun are disturbed by fear of national 
discredit. At any time they can get green- 
backs for gold, which are as valuable to 
. as a reserve as is gold itself. They 
know,- too, that they have a friendly Presi- 
dent and Secretary of the Treasury, who 
will maintain the gold reserve—at least un- 
til March, 1897. 

“Secretary Carlisle should say to bankers 


. whose coffers are overflowing with gold 


that they ought to help him maintain the 
gold reserve and the government's credit 
instead of diminishing the one and depre- 
ciating the other. There are well-known men 
in New York to whom Secretary Carlisle 
should be able to say to them: 

*“*Tl want ten millions in gold paid into 
the Subtreasury at New York in exchange 
for greenbacks. I want_this loan to main- 
tain the gold reserve, which should be built 
up and not drained.’

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RESERVES IN THE ILLINOIS BANKS. 


Nearly $3,000,000 in Gold in Institu- 
tions Outside the City. 

Washington, D. C., Jan. 7.—[Special.]— 
According to the latest returns made to the 
Controller of the Currency 199 national 
banks in Illinois, exclusive of those in Chi- 
cago, had a reserve of 27.31 per cent, or 
within 2 per cent of the reserve of the na- 
tional banks in the city. Only 15 per cent 
reserve is required for the national banks 
in the State. Consequently their reporting 
almost double this requirement is consid- 
ered as.an indication of an easy money mar- 
ket everywhere. 

In view of the recent bond call, it is worth 


 moting that the national banks of the in- 


terlor-towns of Illinois hold over $3,000,000 
in in their reserves alone. ; 

When these banks closed business Dec. 31, 
1895, their conditions were as follows:

MILLIONS OF GOLD GOING AWAY. 


Heavy Draft Made on the Treasury for 
Exportgtion Purposes. 

Washington, D. C., Jan. 7.—The Treasury 
today lost $2,163,000 in gold bars and $1,096,- 
000 in gold coin, and received from the Mer- 
cantile National Bank of New York $500,000 
in exchange for currency, making the net 
loss for the day $2,759,000. 

This leaves the true amount of the reserve 
at the close of business $58,326,710. 

In financial circles here the fear is ex- 
pressed that today’s heavy withdrawals are 
but the beginning of heavy exportations. 

it is recalled that during last January the 
withdrawals amounted to about $45,000,000, 
of which $30,000,000 were withdrawn within 
two weeks, and over $7,000,000 in one day. 

The fact that thirty days must elapse be- 
fore the new bond issue can be closed and 
the contracts awarded seems to add to the 
anxiety heretofore felt. The opinion is ex- 
pressed that before Feb. 1 arrives the gold 
reserve will have been reduced considerably 
below any point it has reached hitherto. 


SYNDICATHR EXHIBITS NO TEMPER. 


Semi-Official Statement from It 


Strengthens New York Markets. 

New York, Jan. 7.—[Special.]—Wall street 
was blue to the extreme before business be- 
gan this morning. Yet the day passed with- 
out the materialization of any one of the 
grave complications freely predicted. One 
factor of consequence in giving a better 
tone to the situation was a conference among 
important capitalists held late last night and 


early this morning. 


It had been represented that certain finan- 
cial interests of prominence were in peril 
unless they could have temporary relief. 
Such relief was afforded, and so far as dis- 
aster from those quarters. was concerned 
ample protection was assured. Then, too, 
there came what secmed to be a semi-official 
outgiving from syndicate headquarters sug- 
gesting that whatever status he government 
loan might assume Mr. Morgan and his col- 
leagues were so impressed with the neces- 
sities of the situation that they stood ready 
to provide the governmen with gold for all 
reserve - requirements, wholly apart [from 
the question of whether their syndicate got 
the loan or not. 

This practical sort of patriotism en- 
couraged Wall street all day long, with the 
result that comparatively few securities on 
the whole Stock Exchange list showed more 
than fractional changes today. 

Among Trust Stocks. 

The exceptions to this rule were almost 
exclusively among the trust stocks, where 
Tobacco, General Electric, and Metropol- 
itan Traction gained’ a point apiece, most of 
the other similarly conspicuous trusts scor- 
ing about equal declines, 

The biggest drop of the day was in Min- 
nesota Iron, which went down eight points 
on a trifling transaction, with Pullman de- 
clining seven points on trading in less than 
1,000 shares. The Pullman figures compare 
favorably with quotations made some time 
ago, however, for the stock closes tonight 
at 150 bid, which was also the quotation last 
night, and the asking price then was only a 
couple of points higher than the askingpfig- 
ure of tonight. 

So’ far as Wall street has been able to learn 
no important member of the Morgan syn- 
dicate is willing to make any definite state- 
ment of the syndicate's disposition or plans.

The extent to which waiting for definite de- 
velopments is recognized as the sane policy 
can be found in the fact that despite all the 
uncertainties and mysteries, depressing 
tales and bear hurrahs, total transactions on 
the New York Stock Exchange today feil 
far short of reaching 300,000 shares.

MORGAN JUSTIFIES ADMINISTRATION. 


New York Banker Said to Have Written a 
Letter Defying Rumors. 

New York, Jan. 7.—{Special.]—It is said in 
New York that Banker J. Pierpont Morgan, 
although the failure of his bond syndicate 
deal with the administration has not made 
him feel any too pleasantly toward officials 
in that direction, has taken a step to relieve 
the latter of any suspicion that he has en- 
tered into a regular deal with them to bring 
about a bond issue and secure it for the syn- 
dicate.

MILLION DOLLARS IN GOLD PAID IN.

New York, Jan. 7.—Considerable indecision 
was manifested today by some of the gold 
shipping houses, and additiona] orders were 
given about the close of, business. The 
actual amount to be shipped tomorrow is 
$2,725,000, and this total is below previous 
estimates. It is currently believed that the 
exports for the week will exceed $5,000,000. 

The several amounts that will be forward- 
ed tomorrow are: Lazard Fréres, $1,625,000 
in bars, $500,000 of this sum being gold en- 
gaged a week ago but withheld; Von Hoftf- 
man & Co., $500,v00 in bars; and Heidelbach, 
Ickelheimer & Co., $500,000 in bars and $10v,- 
000 in coin. An engagement of $850,000 in 
gold coin was made by F. 8. Smithers & Co. 
The probable disposition of this gold has not 
been learned, but the order is alleged to have 
been traced to the Bank of New York. Offi- 
cials of the institution named would neither 
confirm nor deny the reports. 

It was rumored that large aggregate 
amounts of gold had been deposited at the 
Subtreasury in exchange for greenbacks. 
The only definite information that came to 
hand on this point was of two-deposits of 
$500,000 each, one by Zimmerman & For- 
shay, bullion dealers (who have been im- 
porters of the precious metal, presumably 
in behalf of the Morgan bond syndicate), 
and the other by the Mercantile National 
Bank of New York.

WASHINGTON NEWS. 


SENATOR VEST ATTACKS EVERY- 
THING IN SIGHT. 


Pitches Into the Sapreme Court, the 
Administration, Former Adminis- 
trations, the MeKinley Law, and 
Other Things—When He Finishes 
the Senate Adjourns—Lodge Would 
Circumscribe Expressions of For- 
eign Opinion in the United States. 

Washington, D. C., Jan. 7.—The Senate 
was treated today to another of Senator 

Vest’s characteristic speeches, He arraigned 

the Supreme Court for its income tax decis- 

ion; he laid the responsibility for the lack of 
revenue at its door when it exempted the 

“sordid wealth of the land’’ from taxation; 

he contrasted the records of the present and 

former administrations; he threw some light 
upon. heretofore unknown chapters in the 
history of the McKinley law; he denounced 
the financial dependence of this country and 
others upon the moneyed influence; he at- 
tacked the President and the Secretary of 
the Treasury for their proposition to retire 
the greenbacks and place the circulation in 
the hands of the national banks; quoted Sec- 
retary Carlisle against himself and in con- 
clusion declared that the conflict between bi- 
metallism ahd the gold standard was irre- 


pressible and that the sooner it was decided ° 


the better it would be for our public and pri- 
vate life. 

The other feature of the session today 
grew out of the introduction by Mr. Chand- 
ler of a bill for a popular loan through the 
issue of postal savings certificates. In the 
course of Mr. Chandler’s remarks the cable 
replies of the Prince of Wales, the Roths- 
childs, and others to the New York World 
were alluded to, and Mr. Lodge claimed that 
the editor of the World had been guilty of 
violating Sec. 5335 of the Revised Statutes 
in holding communication with officials of 
another government, the purpose of which 
“was to interfere with a measure of the 
United States.’’ 


Rebuked Lodge and Chandler. 

Mr. Gray of Delaware rebuked both Mr. 
Lodge and Mr. Chandler for the suggestion 
that public opinion could not be solicited 
either here or abroad on any question, and 
affirmed that a just public opinion in all civ- 
ilized centers must be the final arbiter of all 
disputes. 

Numerous petitions bearing on the Ar- 
menian outrages, the question of the recog- 
nition of the Cuban belligerents, and the 
Venezuedan boundary line dispute were pre- 
sented. Among the latter was one from the 
Society of Friends in Indiana praying for 
arbitration. 

Mr. Jones (D., Ark.) reported from the F'- 
nance committee the free silver substitute 
for the House bond bill, and gave notice 
that he would call it up tomorrow and ask 
the Senate to consider it. 

Mr. Morrill (R., Vt.s, Chairman of the Fi- 
nance committee, notified the Senate that 
the substitute was opposed “‘by every Repub- 
lican member of the committee.’ The bill 
went on the calendar. 

Mr. Elkins (R., W. Va.) offered a resolu- 
tion, which was referred to the Finance 
committee, providing that hereafter any 
contemplated issue of United States bonds 
shall first be advertised for at least twenty 
days, and that such bonds shall be sold to 
the highest bidder. 

After the debate on the Pulitzer matter,

The actual per capita circulation 
he placed at $8, as against $42 in France, 
which, he declared, was the proudest and 
most prosperous financial country on the 
globe. In conclusion he made a strong plea 
for the free coinage of silver ang financial in- 
dependence. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Vest's remarks 
the Senate at 4:25 went into executive ses- 
sion and then adjourned until tomorrow. 


TARIFF BILL Is STILL IN DOUBT. 


Republican Senators Meet and Will Have 
to Meet Again, 

Washington, D. C., Jan. 7.—[{Special.]— 
While the free silver cranks had no trouble 
in agreeing among themselves to report 
their free coinage bill to the Senate today 
the Republicans have so far been unable 
to decide what course they should pursue 
in regard to the tariff bill recelved from the 
House. They held one caucus this morning 
at which the matter was talked over in a 
general way without a vote being taken, 
and were to have another conference in 
the afternoon. 

They failed to do so owing to the long ses- 
sion in the Senate, caused by Senator Vest’s 
interminable speech in which he discussed 
the financial situation, the bond issue, the 
tariff, the creation of the McKinley law, 
Secretary Carlisle’s attitude on greenbacks, 
President Cleveland's hostility to silver, 
European domination of American finances, 
the unpleasant influence of Wall street, 
the price of wool, the advantages of free 
coinage of silver, and a few other topics 
of minor importance. 

The fact was demonstrated at the caucus 
held in the morning that an overwhelming 
majority of the Republicans are in favor of 
treating the House tariff bill as an emer- 
g2ncy measure only, and passing it, if pos- 
sible, without amendment. 

Some strong speeches were made in the 
caucus this morning, to the effect that the 
people would certainly resent a general re- 
opening of the tariff question, which had 
been considered closed at least until the Re- 
publicans were in full control and able to 
pass a comprehensive bill. 

Another caucus of the Republicans will 
be held tomorrow, at which time it will 
probably be decided to report the bill with- 
out substantial amendment, and then allow: 
the kickers, whatever may be their party, 
to do their worst and bear the responsibility.

At the meeting there were not twenty 
members of the commandery present, and 
a majority of those were regular army offi- 
cers from Fort Leavenworth who had been 
in the volunteer service. 

Col. Gilpatrick, a lawyer and warm friend 
of Leland, presided. When the correspond- 
ence between the secretary and Mr. Ingalis 
was read which ended in an ultimatum from 
Mr. Ingalls to be made a first-class member 
or he would resign, there was a disposition 
to comply with the ex-Senator’s wishes. 
The regular army people wanted to keep Mr. 
Ingalls in the order, but they were not able 
to Go so in the face of the rulings from the 


chair. 
A debate, such as passes only between 


gentlemen, was indulged in, and Mr. Ingalls’ 
war record was gone over. The fact that 
he was an Adjutant on Gen. Carney's staff 
in the army that was organized to resist 
Gen. Price’s famous raid was brought out, 
and that he had a commission signed by Gov.

Loyal Legion Officer Tells the True

According to advices received in Chicago 
ex-Senator John J. Ingalls did not resign 
from the Kansas Commandery of the Loyal 
Legion at all. He was simply expelled for 

cause, and that with scant courtesy.

ULTIMATUM TO A MILWAUKEE MED- 
ICAL COLLEGE.

Wisconsin Eclectical Concern Chap- 
eroned by Drs. F. Rutland and A. 
N. Rutland, Who Pose as Officers, 
Comes Under the Ban, as the Rut- 
lands Have No Diplomas—Supposed 
to Be an Offshoot of the Illinois 
Health University of Chicago. 

Milwaukee, Wis., Jan. 7.—(Special.]—The 
City Health Department today served notice 
on the Wisconsin Eclectical Medical College 
to discontinue business within three days, 
or Dr. Frederick Rutland and A. Neve Rut- 
land, M. D., who appear on the advertise- 
ments as the President and Secretary of the 
concern, will be arrested under a provision 
of the city charter which makes it a misde- 
meanor for any one without a diploma from 
a recognized medical college to practice med- 
icine in the city under penalty of a fine of 
$250, or imprisonment for one year, or both. 

The Wisconsin Eclectical Medical College 

is a child of the Illinois Health University, 
and from the methods which are outlined 
in the prospectus it is evident the Drs. Rut- 
land are apt pupils of the original J. Arn:- 
strong, M. D. 
' A few weeks ago a man representing him- 
self as Dr. Frederick Rutland applied to 
Health Commissioner Bradley for permis- 
sion to practice medicine. Dr. Bradley 
asked him to produce his diploma, and when 
he produced a big satin chromo of the Iii 
nois Health University he was refused. In 
a few days the articles of incorporation of 
the Wisconsin Eclectical Medical College 
were filed, and. Drs. Frederick and A. Neve 

Kutland appeared as the incorporators. 

A prospectus was sent out to the machin- 
ists, molders, teamsters, farmers, and la- 
borers in the vicinity, telling them they 
could be made physicians of the eclectic 
school at a little trouble and in a short 
time. The cost would be $20 for books and 
a fee of $60 for matriculation, instruction, 
examination, graduation, and, later, a di- 
ploma entitling the recipient to saw bones 
and administer drugs with impunity. 

The college is located at No. 1809 Fond du 
Lac avenue. It consists of a flat of three 
rooms. The college does not seem-to be 
extremely prosperous, there is no place 
which looks like a lecture room, and the 
woman who received the reporter enter- 


| tained him in a room which had the ap- 


pearance of being used asa kitchen. 

She explained she was the secretary of the 
college and that it would not be difficult to 
secure a diploma. Of course one must un- 
derstand something about medicine, but 
they could impart all the knowledge neces- 
sary in a short time. Her husband, Dr. 
Frederick Rutland, the President, was not 
about. She was the “A. Neve Rutland, M. 
D.,”’ of the advertisements, and is a brunette 
about 45 years of age. She claims her hus- 
band was a physician in the Guards in Lon- 
don, England. | 


BIG SWINDLE UNEARTHED IN SPAIN. 


Attempt to Detrand — Americans, 
Among Them Ex-Senator Palmer: 
Kansas City, Mo.; Jan. 7.—George Leas, 
formerly the proprietor of a boiler works 
in Kansas City, but now traveling for the 
Crescent steel works of Bradford, Pa., with 
headquarters at Chicago, was one of the 
intended victims of a swindle which has 
been unearthed by the authorities of Valen- 
cia, Spain, who are now taking steps to 
punish the would-be swindlers, forty-two 

of whom are under arrest in Valencia. 

Leas last July received a letter dated at 
the Ponon of Melilla, a prison of Valencia, 
Spain, signed by one who called himself 
Henry. Leas, and claimed blood relationship 
with George Leas. It described the writer 
as a rich man, who was serving prison 
sentence for the wrongs of another: told 
of a young and beautiful daughter, whom 
he wished George Leas to become guardian 
of, and promised a rich reward for the serv- 
ice. This girl, whose mother was dead,the 
writer added, was soon to become heir to a 
large fortune. 

Leas, suspicious of the Spaniard’s inten- 
tions, wrote for further information. It 
has just been received in a letter issued by 
Judges Liano and Jacas of the District of 
San Vincente, 
the local authorities. It asks for the depo- 
sition of George Leas, and discloses a gi- 
gantic scheme of half a hundred Spaniards 
to defraud several prominent Americans 
in different cities on the same proposition 
laid down to the Kansas City man. 

Detroit, Mich., Jan. 7.—Ex-United States 
Senator T. W. Palmer was, it is stated, the 
intended victim of a swindle similar to that 
reported from Kansas City.

The Armour agent 
who was arrested changed his plea of not 
guilty to guilty and was fined $50 and costs. 
The Swift Packing company will fight. On 
account of the non-arrival of the representa- 
give of the State Dairy and Food Commis 
sioner the case was adjourned until Jan. 
Ashland, Wis., Jan. 7.—{Special. |—Oleo- 
margarine cases brought by the State Food 
Inspector against the Armour Packing com- 
pany came up for trial today. 8. G. Griffiths, 
bookkeeper of the Armour company, was 
arrested and gave bonds waiving examina- 
tion. The case was transferred from the 
Municipal to the Circuit Court today owing 
to the former court not having jurisdiction 
in Federal cases and the case was ad- 
journed until tomorrow, when Griffiths will 
probably pay the minimum. The company 
was charged with selling colored oleomar- 
garine, which is strictly forbidden by the 
law.

THE GERMAN EMPEROR AGAIN DEFIES 
BRITAIN. 

If the report be correct that at a special 
audience with Dr. W. J. Leyds, the Trans- 
vaal Secretary of ‘State, the Emperor of 
Germany informed him he would not rec- 
ognize any claim of suzerainty over that 
South African republic the young Emperor 
has sounded another defiance in the ears of 
England which is far more significant and 
alarming than his congratulatory dispatch 
to President Kruger after the defeat of 
Jameson. The latter might be excused 
upon the ground of youthful and impulsive 
enthusiasm over a victory achieved by his 
second-hand cousins, the Boers; but the 
declaration to Dr. Leyds assails a treaty 
stipulation between England and the Trans- 
vaal, and as such is well nigh tantamount 
to an act of war. 

The Statesman’s Year Book briefly gives 
the history of the organization of the Trans- 
vaal Republic. It was formed by the Boers 
who left the Cape Colony in 1835 for Natal, 
and quitted the latter colony when it was 
annexed to Great Britain. In 1852 the 
British Government recognized the inde- 
pendence of the Transvaal. In 1877, how- 
ever, England annexed the 
against which in 1880 the Boers took up 
arms, They defeated the English at Mata- 
bele, and a treaty of peace was signed in 
1881 by which the republic was granted 
autonomy so far as internal affairs are con- 
cerned, but the control of its foreign af- 
fairs was reserved by the British Govern- 
ment as suzerain, and a British resident 
was appointed. Another convention was 
signed with the British Government in 1884 
by which Transvaal was recognized as 
“the South African Republic,” and the 
British suzeraipty was considerably re- 
stricted. Instead of a Resident the gov- 
ernment is now represented by a Diplo- 
matic Agent. 

Hence under the treaty England retains 
suzerainty or protectorate, though in a re- 
stricted sense, over the Transvaal, and this 
suzerainty, though fixed by treaty, the Em- 
peror of Germany refuses to recognize. If 
this report be correct, then Dr. Jameson, 
by his foolhardy filibustering, which ended 
so disastrously to himself, may have lighted 
the flames of a European war, for if En- 
gland and Germany fall out no one can 
prophesy what the result may be as affect- 
ing the other powers.

On Monday night there were served on 
the Mayor and Aldermen writs of manda- 
mus directing that there be included in the 
appropriation bill for this year an item of 
$268,000 to meet. some of the judgments 
against the city obtained by the gas com- 
panies, for which the Council last year de- 
clined to make provision for payment. 

The Council will have to obey the order 
of the court or the Aldermen will find them- 
selves in contempt. They do not want to 
be sent to jail for refusing to pay these com- 
panies money which is due them for lighting 
the streets, and some of which was due two 
years ago. 

But where is the money to come from? 
The revenue was insufficient in 1894, and it 
will be more than a half a million dollars 
less in 1895 than it was in 1894. Last year 
the Council, knowing the lighting of the 
streets would cost over $900,000, appro- 
priated only a little over $540,000. Does it 
propose to act this year .as it did last, and 
force the Mayor either to violate the law 
by incurring expenses which have not been 
appropriated for, or to order the gas turned 
off when the appropriation is exhausted ? 

If the Council appropriates enough to 
cover the cost of street lighting this year, 
and also.to cover these gas judgments, the 
total will be a million and a quarter, ora 
seventh of the entire revenues. Then there 
will have to be much cutting somewhere 
else. Street cleaning and pavement re- 
pairing will have to be given up. 

The condition of affairs being what it is, 
Ald, Madden ought to call the Finance com- 
mittee together and submit to them his plan, 
if he has one. Whether his scheme con- 
templates a dismissal of employés or a cut 
in salaries, he ought to bring it forward at 
once. 


THE “ POPULAR” GOLD LOAN. 

The probabilities for and against the 
popular gold loan being a success were ex- 
tensively canvassed yesterday both in busi- 
ness and political circles. Bankers in New 
York were disposed to think “ the people ” 
will not subscribe for more than a small 
portion of the 100 millions of bonds and 
raise the gold to pay for them, and the opin- 
ion was shared by at least some of their 
brethren in this city. No one hazarded the 
expression of a doubt that individual] citi- 
zens would rally to the support of the gov- 
ernment, if they could do so and knew 
how, but it was widely thought that there 
is a great difficulty in both directions. 

In the first place the average citizen does 
not understand the computation of percent- 
ages sufficiently to be able to make intelli- 
gently a close bid for the bonds at a high 
nominal premium to compensate for the 


| fact that the bonds are to bear interest ata 


higher rate than would content the Eastern 
investor. If a given price were tamed for 
the bonds, which the citizen couid pay into 
the nearest postoffice or bank in any cur- 
rency, he would know just whattodo. But 
there naturally will be a hesitancy about 
forwarding individual bids in gold to a dis- 
tant city in competition with shrewd finan- 
ciers who may be expected to be able to fig- 
ure more closely than others on the prices 
they could afford to pay. Secondly, the 
average citizen has no gold to offer for the 
bonds, and the government does not want 
paper currency or silver dollars in payment 
for the bonds, It has enough of them now. 
With the exception of perhaps a large num- 
‘ber of pocket pieces and a relatively small 
number of private hoards each amounting 


; to a few score dollars, the citizen has no 


gold, He has deposited his surplus cash in 
bank, and has a bank credit which is hon- 
ored by the paying out of paper currency 
over the counter. There may be more or 
less gold in the banks, but it is locked up in 


the vaults and the banks do not desire to 


part with it to depositors. The banks 


| might be willing to use a part of their gold 


in the purchase of bonds, but that would not

redeemable in silver dollars, but do not 
command gold when presented at the Treas- 
ury.

very condition which it is sought to avoid 
by the issue of, bonds. The farther the 
process was carried the higher would be 
the premium as long as the gold could be 
got for legal tenders. On the other hand, a 
drain of gold from the banks might be ex- 
pected to cause the gold to go to a premium 
over the paper currency. But this would 
restrict the popular taking of the bonds by 
increasing the currency price to be paid for 
them, and render it necessary to fall back 
on the syndicate for the taking of the 
bonds. 

It is stated on good authority that some 
of the free silverite leaders are counting on 
gold going to a premium because of a popu- 
lar demand for the yellow metal to buy the 
bonds, and they believe‘that what other- 
wise would seem a mere senseless agitation 
in the Senate will help to bring this about 
by making the holders of goid set a higher 
value on it because of fears of failure in 
placing the loan. Then the government 
might be obliged to refuse to redeem the 
greenbacks and Sherman notes with gold, 
and the paper would fall to a discount meas- 
ured by the apparent probability of such re- 
demption being resumed in the future. 
Gold would not necessarily go to a premium 
of more than about 5 or 6 per cent if it were 
generally thought redemption would be re- 
sumed within a year hence. But it would 
be very different with the silver certificates, 
They might drop to a buying power not 
greater than the bullion value of the silver 
dollar, and then we would have two kinds of 
currency, with the result that the best 
would be withdrawn and hoarded and a ter- 
rible financial] stringency set in because of 
the greatly reduced working power of the 
currency remaining in circulation. 


BREWERS ADVANCE PRICES. 

The saloonkeepers of Ihansas City are 
going to rebel against the brewers’ combine 
of that city, because it is forcing them to 
pay $6 a barrel for beer whjch sells in Chi- 
cago for $5. Yet those same brewers, who 
are forcing their customers to pay them an 
extra dollar a barrel in Chicago and Mil- 
waukee and two dollars extra in Kansas 
City, say it would be a dreadful injustice for 
Congress to add a dollar to the tax on beer. 

The Chicago brewers waited until the rev- 
enue bill had been acted on by the House, 
and it was certain that it would not provide 
for any increase of the light beertax. Then 
those patriotic brewers put up the price of 
their product a dollara barrel, which means 
that they will make henceforth an extra 
profit of a dollar on each barrel, in addition 
to the profit they were making previously. 

If Congress had any intelligence it would 
reach out and convey into the Treasury 
this dollar which is being collected by the 
brewers that heavier dividends may be paid 
to the English owners of brewery shares. 
Congress, if it understood its duty, would 
take those additional dollars and put them 
in the United States Treasury, where they 
are sorely needed. 

It is apparent, however, that Congréss- 
men are owned by the English brewer trust, 
or are afraid of them and therefore they 
are talking of adding 15 per cent to the tax 
on sugar, rather than to add a dollar a bar- 
rel on beer “ forrevenue only.” They seem 
to think the unorganized consumers of 
sugar will not kick, no matter how heavily 
they are taxed on that necessary of life, but 
that the organized brewers’ trust will be 
dangerous enemies if the tax on beer is made 
more than half that on sugar. 

When some of these Congressmen meet 
their constituents next fall they may dis- 
cover they have made a mistake, and that 
sugar has more friends than the British 
beer trust in America. 


TRUE HISTORY OF THE JAMESON RAID. 

Delayed dispatches from Southern Africa 
to London throw a very clear light on the 
motives of Dr. Jameson in making his re- 
cent raid into the Transvaal region, and 
they also explain why he was so overwhelm- 
ingly defeated. These dispatches set forth 
what has already been stated—namely: 
that the foreign residents of the Transvaal 


have long complained that while they out 


number the Boers, in the cities at least, 
they have been the victims of unjust dis- 
criminations by being compelled to furnish 
nearly all the revenue of the republic, while 
they are denied the right of suffrage and 
representation in the government. The 
Boers, on the other hand, state that the 
very fact the foreigners outnumber them 
would soon make the Transvaal a British 
colony if the former were allowed the right 
of suffrage. 

Under these circumstances the ill-feeling 
between the two gradually reached a ten- 
sion which was dangerous and ultimately 
led the way to a menace of revolution in 
Johannesburg. Dec. 31 the foreigners or- 
ganized a provisional government in that 
city and sent an ultimatum to the President 
of the Transvaal. The latter, after a con- 
ference, agreed to grant the main demands, 
but imposed conditions that were unsatis- 
factory. A three days’ armistice was con- 
cluded, however, which estopped any fur- 
ther revolutionary movements, and the 
three days were sufficient to defeat Jame- 
son and secure the moral support of Ger- 
many. 

Dr. Jameson, who is administrator of the 
affairs of the British Chartered company, 
meanwhile had been given to understand 
that if he would raise an armed force and 
go to Johannesburg there would be an up- 
rising in that city and the foreigners would 
join him in large numbers. Dr. Jameson 
acted upon the information which was sent 
him. He raised a force of 700 men. They 
had insuflicient ammunition and food, evi- 
dently expecting to supply themselves when 
they reached the Transvaal. In this, how- 
ever, Dr. Jameson made a sad mistake. as 
the sequel shows. He burned his bridges 


‘behind him so that he should not be ordered 


back. It would have been better for him 
had he kept his communications open. 
Meanwhile in front of him the Boers were 
not caught napping. They had settled the 
threatened uprising in time, as already re- 
lated. Dr. Jameson crossed the frontier 
also without the knowledge of the foreigners 
aud was promptly intercepted by the Boers 
in superior numbers and thoroughly armed, 
He had no communication with the disaf- 
fected foreigners in the Transvaal, and as 
he had cut ail the telegraph wires behind 
him his company knew little or nothing of 
what was going on. He was consequently 
at the mercy of the Boers, whose fierce and 
effective style of fighting the British have 
discovered more than once in the past. In 
the battle which ensued Jameson made a 

resistance, but in vain. His 


up to the resignation of the Premier of 
Cape Colony, who evidently was in sympa- 
thy with him, has compelled the English 
and Colonial Governments to disavow his 
act, and has aroused bad blood between 
England and Germany at a time when En- 


- gland can least afford to alienate the friend- 


ship of any European power. The spark 
which he blew into flame now threatens a 
dangerous conflagration.

NATIONAL DEFENSE THE FIRST DUTY OF 
CONGRESS. 
The cities and towns of the United States 


| annually pay a vast sum of money for 


their defense against fire by the agencies 
of water works, engines, the latest scien- 
tific appliances, quick methods of getting to 
fires—in short, for defense against the 
visitations of fire. Meanwhile what are 
we dging for the protection of the Nation 
in time of war? Substantially nothing. 

Congress is in session. Its first duty 
should be to provide for a complete and ef- 
fective system of national defense against 
any foreign assailant, however sudden it 
may be made. It should give its prompt at- 
tention to the exposed condition of our sea- 
ports, where there are great masses of peo- 
ple and vast amounts of property. Congress 
has been remiss in keeping up with the prog- 
ress of scientific defense of our coasts 
against the sudden assaults of better-pre- 
pared nations. . 

The lack of proper defense always in- 
vites attack, and within the last few weeks 
we have been perilously near such a dan- 
ger. A short month ago no one expected a 
quarrel with England in defense of our 
Monroe doctrine, but when Lord Salisbury’s 
reply to Secretary Olney’s letter, refusing 
to arbitrate the Venezuelan boundary ques- 
tion, was received and the President sent 
to Congress his resolute message in de- 
fense of the maintenance of the Monroe doc- 
trine the situation changed ina day. There 
was a war scare at once, beginning in Wall 
street and spreading all over the United 
States. While the American people, with 
the exception of a handful of invertebrate 
Anglomaniacs, were resolved to indorse the 
President and stand up for their rights as 
against British aggression on this hemi- 
sphere, it was at once seen that the United 
States had no adequate or proper lines of 


defense if a war should break out with. 


Great Britain or any other first-class 
power. 

At once the American people realized that 
New York, with its billions of property be- 
longing to citizens and to the national com- 
merce, the great distributing and receiving 
port, and the headquarters of monetary ex- 
change, was not adequately defended. 
They saw that England was able to send 
a fleet of war vessels which could stand 
several miles off and shell the city and do 
infinite harm and at the same time be out of 
reach of return fire; that Boston is in an 
equally unprotected condition, though both 
Boston and New York could be easily pro- 
tected, as they are some distance back from 
the coast line; that while Philadelphia 
might be protected by torpedoes, Baltimore 
and Washington could be shelled; Fortress 
Monroe and the adjacent great ship-build- 
ing plants at Norfolk and Newport News 
could be destroyed; Savanah, Charleston, 
Mobile, Jacksonville, and New Orleans and 
Galveston are practically defenseless; that 
there is no adequate protection on the Pa- 
cific coast, and none at all for Oswego, Buf- 
falo, Detroit, Milwaukee, Chicago, and 
other cities of the great lakes. 

In vew, therefore, of the fact that we 
are exposed on three sides to sudden and 
destructive attacks where the greatest 
wealth is concentrated, to foreign assault, 
which may come when least expected, the 
duty of Congress is clear and imperative. 
It must not dawdle or procrastinate any 
longer on this question of coast defenses. 
It should at once furnish the adininistration 
with means to-make our coast and lake 
forts invulnerable against assault from 
any foreign source. It should apply to this 
purpose the proceeds of one hundred mill- 
ions of currency bonds. The money will 
be forthcoming. Then the government 
should begin the construction of proper 
forts, equipped with high-power guns, at all 
important and vulnerable points. While 
this work was going on along the whole line 
of defense the keels should be laid for har- 
bor defense vessels—those advocated by 
Admiral Jouett—vessels of the Puritan 
style, an air-tank hermetically sealed, which 
cannot sink, which stands almost flush with 
the water, and hence presents no mark for 
an enemy’s guns, while it would plunk the 
high, huge hulls of the enemy af every 
shot, which can be built for a third the cost 
of a battleship and in oe or a third the 
time. Thirty vessels like the Puritan, the 
Admiral says, could stand off all the war 
vessels Great Britain or any other nation 
could concentrate on our coasts. Is not 
national safety worth this expense? 


DEBS TALKING THROUGH HIS HAT. 

Ex-Dictator Debs told a gathering of 
workingmen Monday night that nothing 
but the entire abolition of the wage system 
would bring about a return of the good old 
times. Debs thinks he wants to have the 
wage system abolished, but he cannot tell 
what would take its place. Anybody ex- 
cept a wild crank can understand that the 
workingman any more than other people 
will not toil unless he expects a compensa- 
tion, and if it be not in money it will be in 
some kind of goods of value. This would be 
true of the communistic plan as it now is of 


the wage plan, and money wages are a great 


advantage to the toiler, since with the mon- 
ey he can buy what he wants while if pay 
in truck was offered the workman might not 
get the goods he wishes to consume for the 
time being. : 

Debs told his hearers that “the good old 
times are all gone and will never return.” 
What “good old times” had he in mind in 
making that statement? Those in which 
the wage earner was required to work 
twelve and even fourteen hours in the day 
instead of eight, was paid less than half the 
wages he gets today for the small number of 
hours, and could not make the same num- 
ber of cents or dollars go nearly so far as 
they will since the introduction of machin- 
ery? Debs complains that “machinery is 
taking the place of men,” but he conven- 
iently omitted to mention that the use of 
machinery cheapens production so much 
that the worker can buy twice as much of 
the wants of life with his day’s wages. And 
he did not tell of the new everues of em- 
ployment continually opening up by invea- 
tion and that some of these avenues are the 
manufacture of labor saving appliances 
which he denounces. Debs strangely over- 
looks the fact of the enormous growth of 
cities since labor saving methods have been 
adopted. If they were detrimental to labor 
the number of workmen in the cities would 
diminish in the urban populations and the 
wages of laborers would constantly grow 
less, and the hours of toil longer per day. 


But the effect of labor saving machinery has | 


been just the reverse. Debs was “ talking

Whereas, The armies of the Republic of Cuba 
are now within sight of the capital city and the 
former government of the island and the great 


majority of the entire population do accord alleg- 
iance to the newly formed republic; therefore, 


be it 
Resolved, That. the Committee on Fore!gn 


Affairs be requested to make an early report on 
resolutions heretofore referred to said committee 
touching on the affairs of the Cuban Republic and 
its proposed or existing rights as a civilized na- 


tion. 
Congressman Woodman might have gone 


further than he did and have introduced a 
resolution in substance the same as that 
offered by his Minnesota associate. The lat- 
ter’s resolution covers the ground. 

The time has come when Congress must 
recognize the rights of the Cuban people as 
against the oppressions of their Spanish 
oppressors; at least to the extent of their 
belligerent rights. They have fairly earned 
it. In spite of the tens of thousands of 
Spanish troops poured into the island, and 
and in spite of the fact that the Cuban peo- 
ple have been cut off from physical help 
from the outside, they have defied the Span- 
ish legions for nearly a year. Beginning 
at the extreme southeastern point of the isl- 
and in the mountain districts, they have 
steadily advanced into the fertile lands 
of the west, capturing province after 
province, city after city, beating back their

Has not this government waited long 
enough? Has it not waited too long, con- 
sidering the unfriendly manner in which 
Spain treated us at the very outset of our 
civil war and almost before our armies were 
in the field? Congress and the President 
moved promptly in the Venezuelan matter 
and notified England it must arbitrate the 
boundary line or have it determined by our 
own Commissioners, True, the Monroe doc- 


trine does not apply to Cuba, but does not — 


the American doctrine of recognizing the 
belligerent rights of a people struggling for 
liberty, after they have shown ample claims 
for the right to be free, apply to Cuba? 
Why does Congress hesitate any longer? 
Of what is it afraid? 


CHARGES AGAINST GRAND JURORS, 

‘Some disagreeable things are being said 
about the last grand jury. It 1s alleged 
that some of its members were no sooner 
sworn in and informed by the Judge that 
they must proceed to investigate crime, 
than they began to act like criminats. It 
is charged that they set to work. boodling, 
and when certain other alleged criminals 
would not pay them bribes, returned indict- 
ments against them. 

Therefore it will become necessary for the 
next grand jury to investigate its predeces- 
sor.. If it is not made up of better men than 
the last one is asserted to have been, it 
will return no indictments against boodling 
grand jurors who may have the money with 
which to buy immunity. 

Theoretically these juries are composed 

of the best men of the vicinage who are sup- 
posed to discharge their duties unaffected 
by fear or reward. But if they are to be- 
come criminal organizations, and minia- 
ture Tammany societies, they cannot be 
abolished too soon. For then, instead of be- 
ing a protection to the community, they are 
a menace.

Commissioners. Why is it that they select 
men who are corrupt or who are so heedless 
in their actions as to be accused of being so? 
There are honest, capable men in this city 
of nearly two million people who would make 
good grand jurers. The Commissioners 
must be acquainted with some of them, and 
should select them, instead of the birds of 
prey they have been picking out of late.

PECULIAR CONDITION CONFRONTS 
COLUMBIA STOCKHOLDERS. 


When They Meet Today They Will 
Find the Magnate Has Had a Dif- 
ficult Time in Getting Money for 
Elevated Railroad Purposes — in 
Building the Northwestern the 
Matter of Securing Stock Subscrip- 
tions Has Been Extremely Hard. 

Stockholders in the Columbia Construc- 
tion company, who attend the annual meet- 
ing of the company which is to be held to- 
day, will learn Charles T. Yerkes has found 
the getting of money for elevated railroad 
purposes extremely difficult. In the build- 
ing of the Northwestern Elevated railroad 
by the Columbia Construction company, 
of which Mr. Yerkes is the head and front, 
he has found it a matter of the most extreme 
difficulty to secure stock subscriptions. 
Last July he called for subscriptions to an 
additional issue of $3,000,000 of Columbia 
Construction stock, and offered a handsome 
bonus in the way of Northwestern Elevated 
preferred and common stock. Subscriptions 
were slow in coming in. In order to make 
the proposition look more attractive he of- 
fered to the subscribers to the additional 
issue ofConstruction stocka 15 percent bonus 
cf the stock of the Union Ejevated railroad 
company, which is to build the Union Loop. 
Even that failed to bring in the subscrip- 
tions he desired. It now transpires another 
offer was made to subgcribers to this stock 
on Dec. 28 of an equal amount of preferred 
and common stock in the Northwestern El- 
evated, and in addition Mr. Yerkes raised 
the bonus of Union Loop stock from 15 to 40 
per cent. At the time this offer was made 
the stock remaining unsubscribed amount- 
ed to $921,800. Stockholders were given un- 
til Jan. 6 to send in their subscriptions, and 
at the expiration of that time, which was 
Monday of the present week, there had 
been subscribed only $600,000 of this 
amount, leaving more than $300,000 unsub- 
scribed for. 

Columbia Is Organized. 

From the starting of the Northwestern 
project Mr. Yerkes has met with disappoint- 
ments in securing money for construction 
purposes. At the time of the organization 
of the Northwestern there was also organized 
the Columbia Construction company, which 
was to build the road. This company started 
with a capital of $2,000,000, which was sub- 
scribed for at once. Afterward Mr. Yerkes 
offered to Construction stockholders $2,000,- 
(oO Northwestern Elevated bonds at 66, but 
these did not meet with favor. Then the 
stock of the Columbia “Construction com- 
pany was raised from $2,000,000 to $5,000,000, 
end the holders of the tirst $2,000,000 of 
stock were given the right to subscribe to 
the new issue Subscriptions were slow. 
However, a portion of the amount was 
subscribed for and members of the Elkins- 
Widener syndicate in Philadelphia had set 
aside for themselves $1,300,000 of the stock. 
This was set aside last August, but so far 
they have failed to put up the money neces- 
sary to complete their part of the bargain. 
The panic in Philadelphia caused such a 
depreciation in values ax to seriously af- 
fect the members of the syndicate. 


Issues a Remarkable Circular. 

.It became known some time ago to Mr. 
Yerkes that this stock would have to be 
placed elsewhere. His efforts to place it, 
however, were not successful, and on Dec. 
12 a circular was issued to the original stock- 
holders announcing they would receive 133 
per cent of the amount of their subscriptions 
in Northwestern Elevated preferred stock, 
200 per cent in Northwestern Elevated com- 
mon, and 15 per cent in Union Loop. It 
was supposed that would have the effect of 
bringing in subscriptions rapidly, but it 
proved otherwise. Under date of Dec. 28 W. 
F’. Furbeck, Secretary of the Columbia Con- 
struction company, sent the following cir- 
cular to stockholders, which is now made 
public for the first time: 

‘Dec. 28.—Our stockholders having failed 
to take their pro rata of the unsubscribed 
stock of this company, on the basis of re- 
ceiving 15 per cent of Union Elevated rail- 
road stock, in addition to the Northwestern 
Elevated railroad stock, that offer is hereby 
withdrawn. 

“Instead of the original plan it has been 
decided to distribute 40 per cent of Union 
Elevated railroad stock to those who sub- 
scribe for any portion of the remaining un- 
subscribed $021,800. 

“If you wish to take any portion of this 
advise the’ Secretary of the amount on or 
before Jan. 6, 1806, and you will receive on 
such subscription 40 per cent in the 
stoek of the Union Elevated railroad 
company, 133 per cent of Northwest- 
ern Elevated railroad company’s preferred 
stock, and 200 per cent in Northwestern 
Elevated railroad company’s common stock. 

.W. F. FuRBEcK, Secretary.”’ 

The time for the subscriptions expired on 
Monday and only $600,000 of the $921,800 
was subscribed for. 

How a Subscriber Would Fare. 

To give an idea of the liberal offer which 
was made by Mr. Yerkes in order to obtain 
subscriptions to the additional capital stock 
it may be explained that a subscriber to 
the stock of the Columbia Construction com- 
pany would‘fare as follows: 

A holder of say $10,000 of the new issue of 
stogk in the Columbia Com truction com- 
pany, whose subscription was made under 
the terms of the last offer, would receive 
$13,333 in Northwestern preferred stock. 
$20,000 in Northwestern common, and $4,000 
in Union Loop, getting for his investment of 
$10,000 stocks of a par value of $47,333. Not- 
withstanding this liberal offer, Mr. Yerkes 
has been unable to sell ail of the last issue.

EVEN MR. YERKES HAS DIFFICULTY 
IN SECURING FUNDS, 


Condition of the Money Market Affects 
Stock Subscriptions to the Colum- 
bia Construction Company—W est 
Chicago Sells at Par, the Lowest 
Price in Years—North Chicago 
Loses AdvantageAccruing Through 
the Extra Dividends. 


As announced elsewhere in this morning’s 
TRIBUNE the Columbia Construction com- 
pany, failing to secure subscriptions to all 
of the remaining $3,000,000 increase in its 
capital stock, made a second and even more 
liberal offer in the way of stock bonus. Dec. 
12 a notice was sent to stockholders offering 
them stock to the amount of 133 per cent of 
their subscriptions to Columbia Construc- 
tion stock in Northwestern Elevated pre- 
ferred, to the amount of 200 per cent in 
Northwestern Elevated common, and to 
the amount of 15 per cent in Union Loop 
stock. This failed to secure the subscrip- 
tions asked for, and it now transpires a sec- 
ond offer was made increasing the bonus in 
Union Loop stock from 15 to 40 per cent, 
At the time of the second offer the amount 
of stock which had not then been subscribed 
for was $921,800, and on Monday, when the 
time named in the offer expired, only $600,- 
(O00 of this amount had been taken. 

This shows more forcibly than almost any- 
thing else could do the stringency in the 
money market in Chicago. It also shows 
that the investing public is not so loyal in its 
Support of elevated railroad projects as it 
has been in the past. This is the first time 
Since Mr. Yerkes became a power in street 
railway companies that he has been unable 
to secure stock subscriptions when money 
was needed. The element of uncertainty 
entered largely into the question of the 
Northwestern Elevated railroad’s future. 
There must elapse a considerable time before 
the road is put upon a paying basis, and 
capitalists and other investors have been 
somewhat slow to tie their money up in an 
enterprise which, while it had a seemingly 
brilliant future, had no particularly brilliant 
present. The annual meeting of the Colum- 
bia Construction company is to be held to- 
day for the election of directors and to hear 
from the officers on the aftairs of the com- 
pany during the last year. 

Banks Hold Money Firmly. 

Money yesterday was being. held firmly by 
the banks, although there was no increase 
in rates. There was but little money put out 
yesterday by any of the banking institutions 
in Chicago. “Our own bank has made but 
one loan of any importance today,” said the 
President of one of the largest national 
banksinthecity. ‘“‘Wedo not refuse to make 
loans, but we prefer to hold our money unless 
the demand comes from one of our regular 
customers. If one of our customers has 
stocks coming in for which he is compelled 
to pay we would let him have money, but if 
one should come and Suggest our loaning 
him money to be used in stock speculation 
he would be refused.” This was practically 
the opinion expressed by other bankers in 
the city. While customers could perhaps 
secure loans or the renewal of loans, it was 
by no means aneasytask. The banks prefer 
to Wait and see what sort of a turn affairs 
are to take before letting thetr available 
funds pass out of their possession. 

The effect of the tightening in the money 
market was more apparent on the local 
Stock Exchange than anywhere else. All 
Stocks were weak and as has been tke case 
on other days since the beginning of the re- 
cent ftinancial flurry West Chi azo ledin the 
weakness displayed on the local stock mar- 
ket. West Chicago opened at 102\4,.and sold 
oft to par, from which it recovered and the 
close was at 102%. This was the first time 
West Chicago has been as low as par since 
the summer of 1893, when the panic swept 
away all previous values on securities. In 
Augyist, 1893, West Chicago sold down to 100 
and that had been, and until yesterday was, 
low water mark for this Stock since 1890. 
In 1892 West Chicago sold as low as 127 and 
as high as 23244. In 1898 it sold as low as 
100, with the top price 22544, showing a de- 
cline from February to August of more than 
125 points. In 1894 it sold as low as 123, 
and as high as 158%. Last year the lowest 
price recorded was four days before Christ- 
mas, when it sold down to 108, and the high- 
est price obtained during the year was June 
o, When it sold off to 1jo%. There was no 
news on which to account for the break in 
West Chicago and it was charged to the gen- 
eral depression and to the scarcity of money. 
There was a lot of stock put on the market 
yesterday which had been pledged for loans 
and this had the effect of breaking quota- 
tions. The sales were heavy, amounting 
during the day to 5.873 shares, which was 
one of the biggest day’s transactions in this 
stock ever known on the exchange. 

Effect of Dividend Is Minimized. 

The effect of the extra dividend for stock- 
holders in the North Chicago Street railroad 
company has been more than lost in the 
quotations on the exchange. North Chicago 
sold as low as 283 in November, advancing 
to around 3800 previous to the actual an- 
nouncement of the extra dividend. When 
the resolution of the directors was made pub- 
lic giving stockholders a 20 per cent dividend 
the price of the stock went up to JOS8te second 
account. From the high pgimt it weakened. 
selling off from 1 to 5 poin@a” day to aclose 
on Monday at 287. The opening yesterday on 
stock to which the right still accrued under 
the extra dividend was at2s1. The first sale, 
however, made was ex-rights. or giving to 
the seller the dividends and the right to sub- 
scribe to the new issue of Stock, and this sale 
was at 253, establishing as the value of the 
rights under the extra dividend on each 
share $48.

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RAILWAY NEWS. 


WESTERN MANAGERS FORMING A 
FREIGHT TRAFFIC POOL. 


— 


Said to Differ Little from the Eastern 
Trunk Line Trust—Attitade Toward 
the Inter-State Commerce Commis- 
sion’s Decision — Executive Offi- 
cers Allot Percentages of Packing- 
House Products—Other News of the 
Railroads. 


Western railroad managers seem to care 
as little for the decision of the Inter-State 
Commerce Commission, declaring traffic 
pools to be in violation of the inter-State 
commerce law, as the Eastern trunk line 
magnates. Notwithstanding the proceed- 
ings lately instituted: by the United States 
District Attorney at New York against the 
new trunk line pool, the Western managers 
are now engaged in the formation of a 
freight traflle pool, which differs little in its 
essential features from the Eastern trunk 
line trust. 

When the executive officers of the Western 
roads, about two or three months ago, ata 
meeting held in the Union League club 
rooms, directed the freight traffic officials to 
proceed at once with working out the details 
for a traflic pool between Chicago, St. Louis, 
and Missouri River points, the Inter-State 
Commerce Commission had not placed it- 
self on record against such pools and the 
direction was to make the new pool effective 
Jan. 1, 1896. The traffic officials tried hard 
to carry out the instructions of their su- 
perior officials, and made good progress un- 
til they reached the question of allotment 
of percentages, upon which the traffic was 
to be divided among the various lines. 

Snags and Conditions. 

Each road wanted a larger percentage of 
the business than it could possibly be given 
and, what was still worse, some of the weak- 
er lines made demands, as a condition to 
jvining the pool, that were deemed out of 
ail reason. Having failed to come to an 
agreement the freight traffic officials. re- 
ferred the matter back to the executive offi- 
cials for their action. 

Owing to the position lately taken by the 
Inter-State Commerce Commission regard- 
ing the Eastern trunk line pool, it was gen- 
erally believed the executive officers of the 
Western roads would abandon the efforts 
to form’a Western freight pool until the 
United States courts had decided the case 
which is about to be brought in New York 
by the government against the Eastern 
trunk line pool. This opinion, 
proved fallacious. 

The first thing done b¥ the executive offi- 
cers at their meeting held yesterday in “The 
Rookery” for the purpose of acting upon the 
report of the freight traffic officials was to 
reaffirm the resolution passed a few months 
ago agreeing to form a pool on all freight 
traffic between Chicago and Missouri River 
points, and from all competitive points the 
side of the Missouri River. The meeting at 
once went to work on the problem of allot- 
ment of percentages for the various lines in 
the pool. 

Grain Shipments. 

After considerable talk an understanding 
was reached as regards a division of the 
packing-house product and nearly all other 
freight, except grain from Southwestern 
Missouri River points. So many snags were 
struck regarding the division of the latter 


_ business as to threaten a failure of the whole 


pooling scheme. Finally a committee of 
traffic officials was appointed to consider the 
subject today and report to the general 
meeting of executive officers tomorrow. A 
meeting of executive officers will also be 
held today to give further consideration to 
the matter. 

The trouble regarding the division of grain 
traffic from Southwestern Missouri River is 
quite serious. In the first place it is found 
necessary, before agreeing upon percentages 
on this traffic, to get the Missouri Pacific, 
Missouri, Kansas and Texas, and other 
roads leading to gulf ports, to stop their 
indiscriminate cutting of grain rates to New 
Orleans and Galveston and give pledges of 
their intention to maintain those rates in 
the future. And what aggravates the situ- 
ation is the demand of the gulf roads for 
such large percentages of the bus{ness as to 
leave mighty little for the Chicago-Missour! 
River roads. i 


RATES ON FLOUR ARE TOO HIGH. 


Millers Lay the Case Before the State 
Warehouse Commission. 

Springfield, Ill., Jan. 7.—[{Special.]—Before 
the Railroad and Warehouse Commission 
today arguments were heard on the com- 
plaint of the Illinois Millers’ Association 
against the railroads of the State for dis- 
crimination and extortionate freight 
charges. 

The millers claim the rates on flour are too 
high as compared with rates on other 
products, and that the inter-State roads 
entering Illinois discriminate against them. 


| They pointed out that they have 700 mills 


in Illinois, producing daily 75,000 barrels 
of flour; that the capital invested amounts 
to $13,000,000; and that the annual disburse- 
ments aggregate $30,000,000. The hearing 
was continued to a future meeting of the 
board. 


Will Have to Pay Higher Rates. 

San Francisco, Cal., Jan. 7.—The provis- 
ijons of the agreement entered into by the 
Panama railroad and the Pacific Mail 
Steamship company have at last been made 
public, and the effect of the agreement 
will become readily apparent én a few days 
when San Francisco merchants find them- 
selves compelled to ship freight to Dastern 
points over the rail lines at greatly advanced 
rates. In pursuance of the agreement be- 
tween the two transportation companies, the 
Panama railroad is preparing to abandon the 
operation of all its steamers between San 
Francisco and Panama. 


To Adjust Pacific Roads’ Indebtedness. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 7.—The first meet- 
ing of the House Committee on Pacific Rail- 
roads, which was held today, was largely 
a formal affair for organization, and while 
no definite step was taken to the framing of 
a plan to adjust the indebtedness of the 
roads to the government, it was decided to 
begin that work at once, and to hold the 
first meeting for the purpose on Saturday 
next. The question of giving hearings to in- 
terested parties was not considered, but if 
any are granted they will be brief. 


Postpone Action Until Today. 

New York, Jan. 7.—The Board of Managers 
of the Joint Traffic Association continued 
its session today. When an adjournment 
was taken until tomorrow Secretary Hoit 
said the business before the meeting was not 
completed and until it was nothing would be 
given out for publication.

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BAD DELAY FOR TRAINS. 


‘RAILROAD MEN OPPOSE THE GRADE 


CROSSING ORDINANCE. 


O’Neill’s Order Provokes Much Discus- 
sion—It Is Shown, as There Are 172 
Places Where Trains Would Have 
to Stop in Chicago, Passengers 
Would Be Put to Much Incon- 
venience—What Roads Would He 
Most Affected if Bill Becomes a Law. 


Ald. ‘O’Neill’s pending ordinance, requir- 
ing all railway trains to stop 100 feet from 
every crossing of a street car line, provoked 
much discussion among railroad men 
yeserday, and little of it was favorable to 
either the ordinance or its proposer. 

The importance of the matter can be un- 
derstood when it is stated there are 172 such 


crossings affected. 

The roads especially interested were those 
doing a heavy suburban business, like the 
Chicago, Burlington and Quincy, the North- 
western, the Chicago, Milwaukee and &t. 
Paul, the Chicago, Rock Island and Pacific, 
and the Illinois Central, and in the offices of 
the first three named the measure was any- 
thing but popular. The Rock Island and Il- 
linois Central were more indifferent about 
the matter, as their tracks are partly ele- 
vated, but they still have enough grade 
crossings left to make the ordinance, should 
it pass the Council and: be signed by the 
Mayor, somewhat of a nuisance. Still, in 
view of the comparative exemption of the 
Illinois Central from its operation there 
were gossips around the City Hall yesterday 
saying the measure was introduced in that 
road’s interest, although railroad men gen- 
erally said they did not believe it, and Ald. 
O'Neill declared his only object was to save 
lives at street car crossings, and incidentally 
give the railroads entering Chicago another 
inducement for elevating their tracks. 

But if the railroads were dissatisfied with 
the ordinance the suburban residents who 
use them to get in and out of town were 
more so. It is computed if the ordinance 
were enforced it would cause a delay of four 
minutés at each crossing, where a stop 
would have to be made. This would cause 
the daily travelers on the Burlington, for 
instance, whose suburban trains have six 
such crossings, to spend twenty-four min- 
utes longer in the cars while coming to town 
in the morning; those on the Northwestern, 
twenty-eight minutes; those on the St. Paul, 
thirty-two minutes; and those on other lines 
would suffer a corresponding loss of time. 
It was in view of this fact Ald. Madden had 
the ordinarfce sent to a committee for 
further consideration on Monday night, 
instead of yielding consent to its immediate 
consideration and passage. 

Like the Speed Ordinance. 

Speaking of the measure yesterday Sec- 
zond Vice-President Goddard of the Burling- 
ton road said: . 

“It is an exactly parallel case with the 
order requiring all roads to limit the speed 
of their trains inside the city limits to six 
miles an hour. A how! of dissent came up 
then from the suburban residents, and an- 
other will come up now if this ordinance is 
passed. It would have been cheaper for the 
roads to have run their trains slower inside 
the city limits, but they had a lot of people 
to carry who were anxious to be at their 
offices early every morning, and they made 
taster time to accommodate them. 

“So now, if we were obliged to stop at 
every crossing of a street car company we 
would simply be delayed so much in thé 
handling of our suburban traffic, and the 
people living along the line of our road would 
either have to get up earlier in the morning 
or else get later to work; that is all there is 
to if. 

“Tt is a matter in which.the roads are en- 
tirely helpless, but the suburban residents 
will have to fight it out for themselves. I 
imagine, however, they will be able to bring 
pressure enough on the Aldermen to defeat 
it. Ald. O’Neill’s own constituents are 
themselves interested in the matter. To be 
sure, they use the Illinois Central almost en- 
tirely, but then the Illinois Central has a 
lot of grade crossings of street car lines 
after it passes Seventieth street, and many 
of these crossings are in the Thirty-fourth 
Ward.” 

General Passenger Agent Eustis of the 
Burlington took a similar view of the mat- 
ter as Vice-President Goddard, and Gen- 
eral Passenger Agent Kniskern of the North- 
western called the ordinance “‘an absurd 
one.”’ General Manager Whitman of the 
same road said it would be difficult to get his 
suburban trains into the city at all if such 
a measure was passed. His line had never 
had an accident caused by a street car cross- 
ing, and did not expect any, and the only 
good he could see in the proposed ordinance 
‘was what it might do for some of the sub- 
urban electric lines. 

Tracks Going Up, Anyhow. 

Discussing the claim made by Ald. O'Neill 

that the ordinance, if passed, would compel 
the roads to elevate their tracks, the railroad 
officials seen declared yesterday no such ac- 
tion was necessary. 
_ **We are now hard at work putting up our 
tracks,” said General Manager Whitman of 
the Northwestern, “and the work will be 
completed as soon as possible. -We donot 
need any ordinance like this to urge us on.” 

“Tl have just come from a meeting at the 
City Hall where the elevation of the Burling- 
ton tracks was practically decided on,” said 
Second Vice-President Goddard. ‘I don’t 
see the necessity for such action as this. The 
remedy for the existing troubles lies in track 
elevation, not in stopping at crossings, and 
until we get our tracks up it would be better 
to let us do the best we can. Railroad com- 
panies are not so much in favor of paying 
damage suits they are going about wantonly 
killing people.” 

‘‘The Eastern Illinois is in favor of elevat- 
ing its tracks and will do so as quickly as it 
can,” said President Carpenter. “It does 
not require any ordinance like this to com- 

I it.”’

“nance and probably would not unless it were 
passed by the Council; then he would deter- 
mine on the advisability of signing it. 

Ald. Madden, who had it referred to the 
Committee on Judiciary, said he considered 
it too important a matter for hasty consid- 
eration. -It was a thing all suburban resi- 
dents were interested in and they should be 
given a chance to be heard. 

Exactly how far-reaching this ordinance 
would be if passed can be better understood 
when it is said there are 172 crossings of 
street car lines by steam railways within the 
limits of the City of Chicago.

ISA BIG STEP TOWARD ELEVATION. 


President Thomas of the Western Indiana 
Comes to Terms at Last. 

Having obtained Benjamin Thomas’ sig- 
nature, as President and General Manager 
of the Western Indiana termina! system, to 
a track elevation agreement Mayor Swift 
said last evening greater headway had been 
made in this matter than ever before. 

It-was at a conference held in the Mayor's 
office to examine and discuss plans for abol- 
ishing the grade crossings at Clark and 
Sixteenth streets that Mr.. Thomas attached 
his signature to this document addressed to 
the Mayor: 

“I beg to submit to you a plan for the re- 
moval not only of the street grade crossing 
at Clark and Sixteenth streets but of all rail- 
road crossings in that vicinity. This plan is 
marked ‘A’ and is the one which we prefer 
but the parties in interest are unable to 
agree upon it or any modification of it or in 
any relation to the division of the cost of car- 
rying it out. But the Western Indiana will 
join in the execution of plans submitted by 
the St. Charles Air Line, a copy of which will 
be handed to you by our engineer. The 
brown paper sheet attached to plan ‘A’ 
shows both cross sections of the St. *harles 
Air Line and Western Indiana plans at 
Clark street.” 

“This is the first time,’’ said Mayor Swift, 
‘Mr. Thomas has ever put himself on record 
in black and white, and for that reason I now 
feel sure the grade crossing problem will 
soon be solved and the dangers at Clark and 
Sixteenth streets removed.”’ 

Besides the Mayor, Corporation Counsel 
Beale, and President Thomas there were

Bee their engineers, who are to work out a 
plan. 

The Western Indiana scheme provides for 
the depression of its tracks below grade, an 
elevation of six or eight feet above grade of 
the Michigan Central and the Alton’s tracks, 
and for the still further raising of the St. 
Charles Air Line. This would put the latter 
twenty feet inthe air. It was estimated by 
the other roads this plan would involve an 
outlay of not less than $3,000,000 and $800,000 
for the Clark street problem alone. The St. 
Charles Air Line's proposition was the same 
as that once submitted to Mayor Hopkins 
and contemplates an elevation of sixteen feet 
and coming down to grade just west of Clark 
street. This would require a long subway, 
if adopted by all roads, under the elevations 
in Clark street.

Mr. Waller, it is understood, was largely in- 
fluenced in this by communications from President 
Fuller of the company managing the Chicago 
Office Building. Yesterday two were received 
from him. In the first Mr. Fuller signified his 
desire to end the long controversy and suggested 
the best way out of the muddle was for Mr. Waller 
to cancel. Mr. Waller's attitude in reply cor- 
responded to his statements made before the 
association. Then Mr. Fuller wrote he himsel? 
could exercise his prerogative and eancel the 
policies. This assisted largely in bringing the 
matter to a close. As long as the policies were to 
be taken up the withdrawal of the resignations 
was necessary. The proposition to limit the fines 
of both Mr. Waller and Mr. Cunningham will be 
sprung at the annual meeting today. Leading 
agents in the association agree that right here the 
whole settlement hinges. If a formidable oppo- 
sition should arise to a proposal to return the 
fines of $190 levied, the arrangement might fail to 
go through. A suspension of the rules. would be 
necessary to take such action, and a number of 
the members of the association will take a decided 
stand against any measure providing for that.

One more company has withdrawn from the 
agreement of union companies to repeal the lim- 
ited commissions of 15 and 25 per cent to agents in 
Chicago, Cincinnati, Cleveland, St. Louis, and 
Louisville. The scheme was outlined by repre- 
eentatives of companies in the union some time in 
November, and in December the agreement was 
drawn up and signed. Since that time two com- 
panies withdrew altogether from the union on ac- 

‘count of the measure and later one company which 
had signed the agreement withdrew its name. 
Yesterday came the announcement of a second 
concern which had taken action placing it on the 
outside of the agreement. The change was to go 
into effect on or about Jan. 10. Now that this op- 
position is being manifested in no uncertain tone 
it is deemed probable the agreement will perish 
and never become in force. The present large 
cities’ legislation was adopted at the semi-annual 
meeting held in St. Louis two years ago, after a 
warm contest, and a year ago was modified by the 
repeal of that portion regulating the amount of 
brokerages to be paid. When a vote was taken on 
the question to repeal the legislation it failed to 
carry because of a lack of the necessary two- 
thirds. Violations of the rule have been charged.

He Calls Upon Commissioner Kerr and 

yor Swift and Says Chicago Con- 

dfMions Are More Favorable than in 

His Town—New Remedy Has Caused 

a Decrease of 50 Per Cent in Mortal- 

ity — What the Results Up to the 
Present Time Show. 


’ Dr. Herman M. Biggs of the Health De- 
partment of New York, and an authority of 
note in the use of anti-toxin, was a visitor 
at Commissioner Kerr's office yesterday 
morning and later called upon Mayor Swift. 

Dr. Biggs led the fight in New York for 
the recognition of anti-toxin as a specific in 
cases of diphtheria and he told yesterday of 

the progress the remedy had made in the 
favor of physicians during the last eighteen 
months. j 
“Prejudice has been so far overcome,”’ said 
he, “that now the use of anti-toxin is general 
throughout thecity. In June, 1894, I went to 
Berlin and there at the Imeprial Institute 
for the treatment of infectious diseases I 
saw serum used for the first time in cases of 
diphtheria. It was serum of a low grade, 
but notwithstanding that fact the results 
were favorable. In New York on the basis 
of my report we used serum for the first time 
in October, 1804. Results were good. Serum 
prepared by ourselves was first used in De- 
cember. The good resplting spoke for itself 
and we succeeded in getting an appropria- 
tion of $30,000 for the work in 1895. 


Diphtheria Causes Fewer Deaths. 
‘The supply of serum has been increased 
until now 1,200 phials a week are obtainable. 
The general mortality from diphtheria has 
“dropped more than 50 per cent since the in- 
troduction of the treatment. The New York 
health department treats many cases, but 
the percentage saved is not so great as those 
treated by family physicians, because all 
cases 6f which the department is notified are
